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MAYOR'S ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the City Council :.— 


lt is needless, I know to call your attention to the fact 
with your election to the various offices to which you have 
been chosen, the citizens of our city have imposed a burden 
of responsibility. You are truly the servants of the people 
and that all powerful master demands the most faithful service. 
I cannot refrain from extending my congratulations to you 
all, together with the hope that your service may be such, 
that a grateful constituency will have occasion to congratulate 
themselves upon having chosen you to administer their affairs. 

In beginning this inaugural, I can but repeat the admo- 
nition of a year ago that our attention should be directed to 
the future and I shall therefore content myself with but casual 
glances back into the past—only so much as is necessary to 
draw conclusious for the future. I shall not attempt any 
glittering generalities for the purpose of obscuring the main 
issue or to obtain oratorical effect, but rather will I try to deal 
with the numerous questions forcing themselves to the front 
in a plain, matter-of-fact way, leaving the embellishment of 
my language to the individual taste of my readers to be sup- 
plied as each may see fit. 

Much of the business of our municipallegislature is trans- 
acted in committee. It is therefore important that each com- 
mittee familiarize itself with the working details of the de- 
partment to which it is assigned. There is no doubt but a 
diligent search will reveal weak places which will need 
strengthening, and it is the business of these committees to 
find these weaknesses and suggest remedies. Your committee 
assignments are therefore important, calling for much time 
and thought if your work is done intelligently and well.

THE CITY BEAUTIFUL. 


It is a tendency of the times, altogether praiseworthy, 
that in communities where pretensions are being made to 
keep abreast of the times, much attention is being given to 
what has become to be popularly known as the ''City Beauti- 
ful." In other words citizens are more and more showing a 
recognition of the artistic value of things and much effort is 
being expended where new buildings and public improve- 
ments are theorder of the day, to produce in the completed 
effort a pleasing harmony. A striking characteristic of such 
tendencies is the comparatively trifling cost of it all when the 
satisfaction derived from the comtemplation of the harmoni- 
ous whole is compared with the more careless, or at least the 
more thoughtless product of the older methods. As an in- 
stance in point, it would cost the city but little more, when 
putting up poles for our arc lights, to put up poles that would 
ornament the street rather than prove the eyesores that many 
of them are today. So also with the poles for the trolley 
wires. At present they are of several different varieties, 
none of them handsome, and set at such angles that a per- 
spective view along the street presents about the regularity of 
the trees in the forest. "The tendency of our modern build- 
ings, by which I mean those built during the past few years, 
is more in line with the general suggestion I am trying to 
make. While I hope this tendency will continue on the part 
of our citizens, I trust the city itself will lend the encourage- 
ment to be derived by setting an example for emulation. By 
the adoption of some general plan to be followed and doing a 
little at a time, a few years would make a surprising trans- 
formation in our streets, creating a cause for wonderment 
that we had never thought of it before. Nature has been 
prodigal in the distribution of her beauty spots in Pittsfield. 
Pittsfield should endeavor to enhance rather than distort that 
which has been so lavishly bestowed. 


OUR MORALS. 


In view of recent attacks which have been made upon our 
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good name it would seem almost compulsory that some de- 
fence should be made by authority, and by some I might be 
considered derelict in the performance of duty should I let 
the matter go without a protest. 

On the other hand, if the criticisms have been correctly 
reported, they apparently have so little of fact as a basis for 
having been made, that they seem hardly worthy of serious 
consideration, particularly as they were not deemed of suffi- 
cient importance to have been brought to the attention of 
either our police department or the mayor of the city. 


Assuming that the subject has been correctly reported, 
and that the whole matter was an actual fact, I cannot but 
feel that it would have been the better way to have put the 
facts in the hands of the authorities and co-operated with the 
police in getting the conditions removed, rather than sow 
broadcast the germs of a malignant ulcer with which local 
treatment is perfectly competent to deal successfully. Loy- 
alty to Pittsfield the home of our families, would seem to de- 
mand at least this consideration at the hands of any citizen. 


After investigation I am more strongly than ever con- 
vinced that we are a good community, and as such no one 
could be more anxious than myself, that conditions which it 
is said we are charged with maintaining should be abolished. 
To the authority of the mayoralty, I can assure our people 
will be added the efforts of the police department in rooting 
out any such noxious conditions, should knowledge of them 
be forthcoming. Not only must our police be vigilant, but 
we must bear in mind that even policemen are human, and it 
is not to be expected that they can be acquainted with all 
conditions, in all places, at all times, without some assistance 
from the law abiding elements of our community. 


CHARTER REVISION. 


This matter, of a new charter or the revision of the pre- 
sent one was treated at some length in the inaugural of last 
year, with the result that a committee was appointed consist- 
ing of both, members of the city government and private cit- 
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izens. The committee held many meetings at which were 
carefully considered the various technical points involved in 
an effort to produce a good working, business charter which 
would at once retain the good features and consign to innoc- 
uous desuetude the provisions which have been the subject of 
much abuse, in our present document. The result of these 
labors has been made known to you in the report of the com- 
mittee which you will be called upon to consider shortly. 

No stronger argument is needed in favor of a new charter 
than has been afforded by the political gymnastics which have 
taken place in this hall during the past year. The people at 
the polls have administered the rebuke which speaks louder 
than words of mine, and with no uncertain meaning, that our 
citizens have had enough of the policy of ‘‘peanutism’’ over 
matters that after all, are of but minor importance. Immedi- 
ate but not hasty action should be taken on the report of the 
committee, so that proper application can be made to the leg- 
islature in January, should the proposed charter receive your 
favorable action. 

The ideal charter can be shattered by incompetency. 
The best charter then is the one tbat holds out the most 
inducements for our strong men to accept public service 
under its provisions. 


STREET PAVING. 


Realizing fully that there may be a great diversity of 
opinion on the subject of the continuance of our system of 
street paving, and that my own opinion in the premises 
may be entirely at fault, I am constrained to take a position 
that appears to me to bethe logical and conservative one. 
While I would be delighted to see all of our streets properly 
paved ani curbed, I am strongly of the opinion that the city 
will not be the loser by awaiting for a time, the climatic effects 
on the streets already constructed before hastily adopting 
either asphalt or bitulithic pavement for all the streets that 
it may be desirable to pave in the near future. Another sub- 
tantial reason why such a course appeals to me is the financial 
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one. As an illustration I do not feel that it would be wise to 
vote to do a small amount of paving each year. For instance, 
say that it should be decided to expend $10,000 for paving 
this year and we should adopt the plan of expending a similar 
amount each year for the next few years until the system is 
complete. We would then have a good stiff percentage of our 
proposed expenditure consumed each year in the cost of mov- 
ing the necessary plants to this city and getting them in- 
talled, with the inevitable consequence that our cost per 
square yard would always be high. On theother hand if we 
should wait until we were ready to expend say $50,000 for 
permanent streets, our yardage would then be large enough 
so that we could command a good price per yard and the cost 
of plant installation would be no more than for the smaller 
contracts, while being distributed over a much greater yard- 
age would insure a material reduction in the yard price. 


With these things taken into consideration I am of the 
opinion that it is not wise to attempt any paving this year, 
but rather try out what we have, aud wait until we can afford 
to do more than it seems advisable to attempt this year, unless 
possibly you might consider it wise to lay a small amount of 
asphalt before the plant of the Barber Company already in- 
stalled here should be moved from the city. 

In this connection I would like to drop a word of caution 
to the incoming Board of Public Works to the effect that the 
problem of cleaning the pavement should be most carefully 
considered and settled long before the warm and dusty weather 
is again upon us. It is my opinion that horse sweepers should 
beinstalled and that the sweeping could well be done during 
the night by the fire horses, which are now subjected to much 
non-productive exercise simply to keep them in condition. 
This useless expenditure of effort might well be utilized to 
some more potent purpose, A force of ‘‘white wings’’ should 
be employed during the day. Sprinkling should be resorted 
to, only to such an extent as would properly lay the dust, 
and indeed it seems probable that with proper care used in 
sweeping during the night, it might be possible to do away 
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with the sprinkling carts altogether, on the pavements. 

Before leaving this subject of paving, I wish to call your 
attention to the prospect of some legislation being needed in 
regard to the leakage of oils upon the streets from oil wagons, 
automobiles, etc. Most of the oils used for lubrication and 
particularly kerosene and the refined oils are highly injurious 
to both of the pavements which we have constructed, and 
some regulation to prevent injury from these sources is press- 
ing for early consideration at your hands. 

The details of the paving cost of the past year are given 
herewith, showing a net cost to the city of $95,466.03, not 
considering several thousand granite paving blocks, which 
we still have on hand.

The figures here stated as the cost of each street are the 
net figures paid contractors for each street and the propor- 
tionate cost of incidental to each street, such as engineering, 
inspection, etc. is not apportioned. 


SURFACE DRAINACE. 


During the past year a good start has been made in the 
direction in which we are to be called upon to make large ex- 
penditures during the next few years, in the solving of the 
surface drainage problem at Redfield Hill on South street as 
well as the less extensive improvement that was made on 
Third street. The larger proposition of the proper drainage 
of East street while not so imperative for immediate solution 
is nevertheless a question which must be decided in the near 
future, if not this year. The more imperative need at the 
present moment appears to be in the Morningside district, 
and you will undoubtedly find that it will be absolutely necess- 
ary to take action in the premises and make an appropriation 
for the work to be done this year. A large territory in this 
section is without any serious attempt at drainage ever having 
been made, and there is involved a rather complicated ques- 
tion of engineering in determining just the proper treatement 
to be accorded. This latter is however a matter that comes 
within the province of the Board of Public Works and my 
only purpose in mentioning it in this connection is to call 
your attention to the necessity of giving it your consideration 
in making the appropriations for the current year. A plan 
for the system of Dalton avenue is now on filein the engineer- 
ing office which it has been estimated would cost in the vicin- 
ity of $9,500 complete, or $6,coo for a section of the system 
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that would atford much relief if constructed, and to which 
future extensions might be connected in case the whole sys- 
tem is not built at one time. These plans will be placed at 
your disposal at such times as they may be needed. 


ORCHARD STREET SCHOOL. 


Our school debt is being gradually decreased year by year 
by the constant retiring of the bonds, and it would appear to 
me that it is not advisable to impede the march of progress in 
this direction by making any additions to our bonded indebt- 
edness for schools, by reason of the building of the new school 
house at Orchard street. I am well aware that many of our 
citizens show more or less of alarm when any proposition is 
made that is likely to raise the tax rate, but in ali candor, 
what difference does a dollar more or less make on a tax rate, 
providing we have the goods to show for our expenditures ? 

The new school building will cost in round figures 
$50,000 and the proposition I have to submit for your consid- 
eration is that we raise by taxation this year $20,000 or 
$25,000 of this amount and carry the balance of the cost along 
on temporary loans until wiped out by similar payments to 
be made next year and the year following if necessary. I 
believe we are able to build an occasional school house and 
pay for it as we go, if we will only think so and make a little 
effort to do it. 


TEACHERS' SALARIES. 


A movement has been inaugurated during the past year 
looking toward an increase in the salaries of our public school 
teachers, and I would commend to the School conimittee a 
careful consideration of the subject. Perhaps my information 
does not come from official sources but it has come to my at- 
tention during the past few years that we are not as generous 
in recognizing the efficiency of our teachers as are many of 
our sister communities, and for that reason it 1s said we have 
been nnable to retain the services of some of our most prom- 
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ising instructors. Be this as it may, it does not take a math- 
ematical phenomenon to show most conclusively that if the 
earning capacity of a person is limited to forty weeks in a year, 
it would necessitate a larger weekly stipend to provide the 
‘necessities of life,than if that same person had the entire fifty- 
two weeks in which to make provision for his yearly wants. 
Obviously, even school teachers must live the entire year not- 
withstanding the fact that they have but forty weeks in 
which to provide for themselves.  Believing this to be the 
wrong place to practice too rigid economy, affectiug as it does 
the future brain and brawn of our municipal life, I am firmly 
of the opinion that the citizens of Pittsfield stand ready to 
conipensate the teachers of our children as fully as competent 
services of a similar character, would be paid in other 
avocations. 


POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


For several years the Chief of Police has recommended 
the installation of a modern police signal system, but the mat- 
ter has been each year set aside for what seemed doubtless, 
more pressing needs. A suitable equipment would cost in the 
vicinity of $5.000 and would materially increase the efficiency 
of the department. For a more detailed explanation of the 
system I would refer vou to the aunual report of the police 
department for last year, which I believe will fully convince 
you that the improvement should be niade this year. 


GARBAGE. 


Probably there is no one thing of a minor nature which 
has caused our people more inconvenience, than has the mat- 
ter of the proper disposal of house garbage. Under the pres- 
ent arrangement, which cannot be dignified by the name of 
a system, everyone seems to be getting rid of refuse as best he 
can, and there is no systematic method in vogue which is at 
all adequate for our needs. Much discussion has been had 
from time to time and certain attempts have been made to 
inaugurate a systematic method of disposal, but all efforts 
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have failed from one cause or another and a return to the old 
way has been the ultimate net result of it all. It was pro- 
posed last year that some arrangement be made whereby this 
refuse should be collected by the city, taken out to the city 
arm and there fed out to the pigs. It is my opinion that 
pork is none too good at best, and I fail to see by what logic it 
can be argued that pork fit to be eaten, can be fattened on any 
such food, much of which is too foulto be carted through 
the public streets. 

I would recommend that this subject be taken up at an 
early date, and I would submit as a possible satisfactory solu- 
tion, that a system of cremation may be found to have more 
commendable features than any other. 


CESS POOL NUISANCE. 


Another matter which has been a source of much criti- 
cism and justly, is the present method by which night soil and 
the contents of cess pools is removed. Mr. C. A. Thomas has a 
license and the only equipment now in the city for this pur- 
pose and the manner in which he has attended to his duties, 
often times days after receipt of notice, has caused an endless 
amount of inconvenience, to say nothing of the menace to 
the health of the community which delay in such matters is 
sure to create. It is high time that the city council took 
Some radical and decisive action in the premises looking to a 
remedy by either putting the work into a city department or 
atleast so arrange it that the entire community shall not be 
entirely at the mercy of the whims of any one individual. 
An early remedy is demanded and will be appreciated by 
many of our people. | 


CITY HALL. 


If the present growth of our city is maintained for the 
next few years it will not be such a very long time before 
we shall be confronted with a demand for more commodious 
and more suitable municipal headquarters. In view of the 
probable demand in this connection I would submit for your 
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consideration this present year, the advisability of securing 
an option, if possible upon the Allen homestead property, 
probably the most convenient location within the city limits 
for the purpose and adjoining as it does much of our present 
city property. 


VALIDITY OF STREET LAY-OUTS. 


I am informed that there is a question as to the validity 
of the proceedings taken years ago in laying out some twenty 
streets or parts of streets, some of them being quite important 
thoroughfares. It is claimed that the notices of intention to 
lay out these streets given by the selectmen were invalid be- 
cause conditional upon their finding that public convenience 
and necessity required that the streets should be laid out as 
petitioned for. I recommend that the matter be referred to 
the committee on highways for investigation and that if the 
lay out of the streets was invalid aud it appears that the pub- 
lic convenience and necessity require that they should be laid 
out, steps in that direction be taken by the city council. 


BURBANK PARK. 


The start made this last year in recognizing the fact that 
we have such a place as Burbank Park should receive atten- 
tion at your hands this year and a suitable appropriation 
should be made toward the gradual developement of this 


property. 
AUDITING: ACCOUNTS. 


The necessity of a yearly audit of accounts was fully es- 
tablished by the work done last year in this direction, when 
much carelessness in method was brought to light. It was 
necessary to go through the books for three years in order to 
make a complete audit whereas it is necesssary to audit only 
the transactions of last year, should you see fit to have the 
work done now. I strongly recommend the continuance of 
the practice and submit the proposition to the incoming 
finance committee, whose duty it is to determine thequestion. 
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FINANCES. 


It is not my intention to burden you with a long array of 
figures to prove that we are on the verge of bankruptcy, 
neither shall I attempt to prove that we have reached that 
state of affluence where it will be no longer necessary to prac- 
tice rigid economy. The burden of most inaugural addresses 
from the Chief Executive of the nation down to the Govern- 
ors of states and extending even to Mayors of municipalities, 
has from time immemorial been ECONOMY—and in capital 
letters at that. It is fit that we should practice economy. 
It is a duty we owe our people and our office, therefore let it 
go down at this time as one of the specific duties of our in- 
cumbency of office. We have just sworn to perform our duty, 
therefore we will assume at the outset that no extraordinary 
extravagance will be tolerated, and we will try to merit the 
approval of our fellow citizens by getting for every dollar ex- 
pended a dollars worth in return. 

As near as may be approximated at this writing our pres- 
ent financial condition is stated herewith, and is as follows:— 


STATEMENT OF DEBT. 
Water bonds and notes, $ 262,734 71 


School bonds and no:es, 247,000 

Sewer bonds and notes, 385,000 

Paving notes, 75,000 
Total City debt, $ 969,734 71 


There has been paid during the past year, on Sewer debt 
$10,000; on School debt $16,000; on water debt $15,000;a total 
of $41,000. Additional debts have been created as follows, 
for Paving loan $75,000; Sewer loan $5,000; Orchard street 
school loan $5,000; a total new debt of $8 5,000 which leaves 
the total increase in the indebtedness of the city at $44,000. 
This amount will be further decreased before the end of the 
fnancial year by another payment of $4,000 on the Water 
debt. 


There is a temporary indebtedness for money borrowed 
in anticipation of taxes amounting to $83,000. 


Against this debt we have assets (Dec. 28) which are ap- 
plicable, 


Cash in treasury, $ 11,547 74 
Outstanding taxes, 76,187 91 


Total assets with which to liquidate the temporary loan, 
$87,735 65. 


The following payments on the permanent debt will have 
to be provided for this year. Water $19,000; Sewer $20,500; 
School $16,000; a total payment of $55,000. 

Based on the average valuatious for the past three years 
the debt limit of the city is $405,512 35. 

The only debt applying against this limit is School debt, 
amounting to $247,000 oo, leaving a borrowing capacity of 
$158,512 35. 


The valuation of the city for 1903, is $17,815,513 oo. 
The limit of appropriation for municipal purposes for 
1904 is $205,902 15. 


It will be noted that in the above statement of assets is 
included unpaid taxes, some of which extend back to the year 
1897 and the grand total amounting, according to figures fur- 
nished me by the collector on December 25, to a total of 
$76,000. This furnishes much food for reflection and the 
particular attention of the incoming committee on assessment 
and collection of taxes is called to the existing condition. A 
collector of taxes is given all the power that can possibly be 
needed for the comparatively prompt collection of taxes by the 
statutes of the state, and there is absolutely no excuse for so 
much delay in closing up the old assessments. There is large 
opportunity for a hustler to make a record in the tax collectors 
department and qualifications should be carefully considered 
in filling this office. It is, however fair to state that no col- 
lector can be expected to collect the taxes in the year in which 
the assessment is levied, and it may as well be taken into the 
consideration at the outset that there always has and always 
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will be a good balance of outstanding taxes at the close of 
every year. This means that if we spend all the money we 
appropriate for the year, and some of it is not collected during 
the year, we must of course make a temporary loan in order 
to pay our bills. That is the way our temporary indebtedness 
has been incurred and has gradually crept up until it is now 
a large item and you will note that it just keeps pace with - 
the outstanding taxes upon which it is contingent. I would 
recommend that a part of this temporary loan be made a per- 
manent debt, not contingent on the collection of taxes, but 
which shall be wiped out in the usual way by making appro- 
priations for its retirement. In this way we wotild reduce 
the temporary loan to an amount equivalent to an amount we 
might reasonably expect to collect from the outstanding tax 
list of each year, thereby placing the temporary loan in a 
position to be paid each year as the law contemplates. 

A more detailed statement of the plan will be made to the 
finance committee for their consideration in due time. 


WIRES. 


Much has already been accomplished in the way of getting 
rid of many of our unsightly wires by the agreement with the 
telephone company which has resulted in getting most of their 
wires under ground. The full effect of this improvement is 
not yet apparent because the old wires have not as yet, been 
removed from the poles but the completion of the work is now 
but a matter of short time. The lighting service has also 
- been re-arranged so that much improvement is noticeable, al- 
though there is still room for much betterment. Particularly 
is this true in streets where the wires are allowed to be run 
through the branches of trees, We are losing large numbers 
of fine trees aud the list is a growing one each year. Most of 
the trees are killed from the top, and the cause is unquestion- 
ably the result of the stringing of electric wires through the 
branches. The fact is that many of our fine trees, the lungs 
of our city, are in a diseased condition and heroic treatment 
must be resorted to if we expect a restoration to healthful 
conditions. 
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I would recommend that the subject matter be referred 
to a committee for thorough investigation, and that the com- 
mittee make a report with recommendations to the city council 
as soon as practical. 


STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES. 


At this writing there is some indication that the Board 
of Aldermen will this year be called upon to consider the 
granting of some valuable franchises for extensions to our 
present street railway systems. While we recognize fully the 
great commercial advantages to a community of sufficient rail- 
way accommodations, at the same time we must bear in mind 
that in giving these large corporations the right to use our 
streets, that we are granting a thing of much intrinsic value, 
and unless the utmost care is exercised we may grant con- 
cessions which may prove highly detrimental to the city's in- 
terest. I would therefore urge upon you the importance of 
the most careful consideration of any petitions with which 
you may have to deal. Be surethat the city's rightsare fully 
protected and to such an extent that no expenses can be 
thrown back upon the city in the way of restoring our high- 
ways or for any other cause by virtue of. having made such 
grants. In this connection there should also be considered 
the question of poles as already referred to in the ''City Beau- 
tiful,’’ as well as the matter of rails to be laid in our streets 
of heavy traffic. It is my opinion that the adoption of the 
Buckland device on North and West streets converting the 
old form rail into a grooved rail, is of sufhcient merit to war- 
rant the requirement of grooved rails on all streets within the 
city proper and particularly in streets which are likely to be 
paved before long. In short the granting of any concession 
should carry with it the absolute immunity of the city from 
any expense of whatever nature, because of such grant. It 
is well to ‘‘hark back’’ a bit and learn the lesson which our 
experience teaches that the proper time to name franchise con- 
ditions is before the franchises are granted. 
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STREET LIGHTING, 


Something was said in the inaugural a year ago about 
the provincialism indicated by our arrangement with the elec- 
tric company in regard to our street lighting. Some little im- 
provement has been made over the original plan but I hear 
much complaint of the system yet. Iam as firmly convinced 
as ever that the so-called moon-light system is a relic of anti- 
quity that should be relegated to obscurity. Apparently there 
is a serious question as to just what constitutes a moonlight 
night and the easiest solution would seem to be to run the 
lights every night It is my opinion that we ought to be able 
to do this without seriously effecting the cost to the city, al- 
though our present contract has yet some time to run. Irec- 
ommend the abolition of the moonlight schedule and the fur- 
ther extension of the all night arc service. 


In the foregoing I have called your attention to some of 
thethingsthat to ine seem of importance in this administration 
but in concluding I would remind you that it is not within 
the rauge of my ability to point out ail the things that will 
need your attention and should command the exercise of your 
best judgment. You will find it impossible to please all the 
people all the time, because all the people can never be made 
caquainted with the thousand and one small details that go to 
make up the sum total of any particular proposition with 
which you may have to deal. The ideal service to the city is 
comprised in according to every man a fair hearing and then 
acting upon your own best judgement as to what constitutes 
the wisest course for the whoie city without fear or favor aud 
regardless of political consequences. An officer subservient 
to the dictates of political leaders is not a safe investment for 
any City, Let our service be for Pittsfield, and may it be such 
that it will be emulated by succeeding administrations. In 
contemplating our beautiful city in the years that are to come, 
may we take a pardonable pride in her achievement in which 
we may have played some minor part. May this contempla- 
tion inspire in us the fervency of the immortal Webster of 
Massachusetts, and in paraphrase of him we may express our 
admiration, ''Pittsfield !—there she stands.”’

Report of the City Solicitor. 


Pittsfield, Mass., January 4, 1904. 
To the Honorable City Council of the City of Pittsfield :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In accordance with the provisions of the 
General Ordinances, I herewith submit to you mv report as 
City Solicitor for the year 1903. 

During the vear 1903, the following cases have been dis- 
posed of by trial, or otherwise:— 

I. City of Pittsfield vs. Strauss Brothers Company and 
American Surety Company of New York. This was an action 
brought to recover upon a bond given by the contractors who 
undertook the construction. of the Ashley Lake dam, and 
against the American Surety Company, as suretv on the bond 
of the contractors. 

The case was finally settled by the American Surety 
Company, by the payment of $4,334.30, which was practically 
the difference between the original contract price, and the 
cost to the City of the work when completed. | 

2. Adolph Naeher vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of tort 
for injuries received by the plaintiff to his person and prop- 
erty, by reason of an alleged defect in a highway. This al- 
leged defect was caused by the laying of certain gas pipes 
by the Pittsfield Coal Gas Company on North Street in this 
City, and was settled by the Gas Company without expense 
to the City. 

3. Petition brought by Bridget McManama & als, for 
assessment of damages by reason of relocation of Beaver 
Street. 'This case was settled bv the Berkshire Street Rail- 
way Company, and judgment satisfied entered in the case, 
without expense to the City. 
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4. John McManama against City of Pittsfield. Peti- 

tion for assessment of damages alleged to be caused by the 
" relocation of Beaver Street. This case was settled by the 
Berkshire Street Railway Company, and judgment satisfied 
entered without expense to the City. 


5. Edward Halpin against City of Pittsfield. Action of 
contract growing out of the construction of the Briggs School 
House. This case was settled by vote of the City Council 
for $600.00. 


6. Joseph P. Palmer vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of 
tort for personal injuries received by the plaintiff while in 
the employ of the City. This case was tried at the October 
sitting 1903 of the Superior Court, and judgment was ordered 
for the defendant. 

7. Hannah Merrill & al vs. City of Pittsfield. Petition 
for assessment of damages on account of injury to the plain- 
tiffs land, in consequence of the widening of the highway 
near Pontoosuc Lake. This case was tried at the October 
sitting 1903 of the Court, and a verdict was rendered i in favor 
of the City by order of the Court. 


The following cases are now pending in the Superior 
Court against the City: 


1. Eugene H. Robbins vs. City of Pittsfield. Action of 
tort against the City, on account of damage to property on 
West Street, said damages being alleged to have been caused 
by water escaping from a surface drain. Several other claims 
for damages from the same source alleged to have been sus- 
tained by other persons are now pending and awaiting the 
decision of this case. 


2. Kate Walsh, admr., vs. City of Pittsfield. Petition 
for assessment of damages on account of the laying out of a 
portion of Francis Avenue, as a public way. 


3. American Sewage Disposal Company. vs. City of 
Pittsfield which action is pending in the United States Circuit 
Court at Boston, for an alleged infringement of certain 
patents claimed to be owned by the plaintiff, and which in- 
fringement is alleged to have been caused by the City, by the 
establishment of its svstem of sewage disposal. 

This action will probably be tried during the present 
year, as the City officials have determined to contest the case, 
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and make no settlement of the same, although overtures have 
been made by the plaintiff’s attorneys looking to a com- 
promise of this case. 


Several claims against the City for personal injuries on 
account of alleged defects in North and West Streets during 
the time when the new pavement was being laid have been 
filed. All these claims have been settled by the contractors 
who did the work, with one exception, and the City is in- 
demnified from loss in these cases by the contractors. 

Several other claims for personal injuries and injuries 
to property have also been settled or otherwise disposed of 
during the present year. 

The petition for the abolition of Holmes Crossing on 
the line of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad, 
is pending in Court. The Commissioners appointed under 
this petition have given a hearing, and have filed their report 
providing for the abolition of the crossing, and nothing fur- 
ther remains to be done to complete this case, except to have 
the decree of the commissioners confirmed by the Superior 
Court, application for which will be made at the coming Jan- 
uary sitting in this County. 

The report will undoubtedly be confirmed so that the 
work of eliminating the crossing may be commenced early in 
the spring. 

A petition is pending for the abolition of Merrill Cross- 
ing on the North Adams Branch of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company. Commissioners have been appointed and 
it is expected that a hearing will be held and report made at 
an early date. 

The hearing upon this petition by the Commissioners has 
been delayed pending the negotiations between the City off- 
cials and the Railroad Company for the purpose of determin- 
ing the manner in which this work shall be performed. 

The following acts of the legislature were passed during 
the year, 1903: 

Chapter 130. “An act to authorize the City of Pittsfield 
to incur additional indebtedness for sewerage purposes." 

Chapter 271. “An act to authorize the City of Pittsfield 
to grade and pave its streets and to assess betterments and 
issue bonds to meet the expense thereof." 
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The other duties performed by the City Solicitor during 
the past year, aside from work connected with the matters 
hereinbefore referred to, has been chiefly that of advising the 
Mayor and various City officials, the preparation of orders 
for such officials, and for the City Council, attendance upon 
meetings of the Committee on Claims, the preparation of 
deeds, agreements and other instruments, the attendance upon 
hearings of the License Commissioners, and attending hear- 
ings upon petition for removal of License Commissioners 
(which last hearing consumed seven days). Also various 
hearings before the Committee on Cities of the Legislature in 
the presentation of matters in which the City was interested.

His Honor, the Mayor, and Board of Aldermen:— 


GENTLEMEN :—Herewith I submit a report of my work 
done as your Inspector of Milk, Animals, etc., during the 
year 1903. 

MILK SUPPLY. 

Our City is supplied with milk through 33 licensed ped- 
dlers. According to returns made by them at the time the 
annual license is issued, the total number of milch cows in 
their possession is 806, while the daily sales of milk amount 
to 7,530 quarts. This product at an average price of 6 cents 
per quart brings Pittsfield's milk bill up to the considerable 
total of $164,907.00. 

The amount sold is very considerablv in excess of the 
sales of five vears ago, and while the consumption of milk 
per capita has probably not increased the increase in the total 
amount consumed mav be taken as an index of the addition 
in our population. 

It is to be noted that while the total sales of the past year 
have greatly increased, the number of peddlers is considerably 
less than it was three vears ago. This is explained by two 
facts : 

Ist. The men who have stopped peddling, now sell to 
the men who have continued in the business, and 

2d. Within the past two vears our dealers, in order to 
supply the local trade, have had to purchase milk from towns 
as far to the North and East ofusas North Adams and Hins- 
dale, Mass., and as far to the West of us as Philmont, N. Y. 

As to the quality of the milk sold.—During the year I 
have made the Dabcock test in 85 samples of milk. In the 
majority of cases the amount of butter fats present was in 
excess of the standard required by law, while in only three 
instances did it go below the legal requirement. During the 
year 1 made chemical tests for the presence of preservatives 
in 97 samples of milk and cream.  Formalin was found in 
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three of these samples, one of them being milk that was 
brought from a considerable distance. 


CREAM. 


There have been a number of complaints in regard to the 
lack of richness in the cream sold in this citv and there is good 
ground for complaint. On the other hand, it is beyond the 
power of your Inspector to take any action in the matter, as 
by inquiries made of the City Solicitor and the chief of the 
dairv bureau of the State Board of Agriculture I find there 
is not any standard of richness for cream prescribed by Massa- 
chusetts law, the only legal requirement being that it shall not 
contain any preservative substance. 


CoNTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The only contagious diseases met with during the past 
vear were a number of cases of tuberculosis among cattle and 
two outbreaks of hog cholera. 

During the year 1903 tuberculosis was discovered in four 
of the dairy herds of our city and as a result a total of 47 
diseased cows were slaughtered. This is by far the greatest 
number of cases of tuberculosis that have been dealt with in 
Pittsfield since the years 1895-96, at which time all the dairy 
herds were subjected to the tuberculin test and a still larger 
number of diseased animals were weeded out. At that time 
and for several years following, the herds of Pittsfield and the 
dairy herds of surrounding towns from which part of our 
milk supply is drawn, were absolutely free from tuberculosis. 
There are two chief reasons why the very desirable condi- 
tions established in 1896 do not obtain today. 


ist. Restriction of the use of tuberculin owing to the 
comparatively small appropriations made in recent years by 
the State Legislature to provide compensation for condemned 
animals. All animals condemned must be paid for out of the 
funds provided by the Commonwealth for this purpose. The 
amount set aside for this object has in recent years been so 
small it has been necessary for the Legislature to restrict the 
use of tuberculin as a diagnostic agent, and to require In- 
spectors to depend almost entirely on a physical examination 
of the animals in making a diagnosis. But this method of 
examination, while enabling one to pick out the worst cases 
as they develop, is altogether insufficient for the accomplish- 

\ 
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ment of thorough work and on this point 1 cannot do better 
than quote from a report 1 made to the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen in the year 1896. 

“Tuberculosis is a slow working and extremely insidious 
disease. The changes established in the animal's body are the 
result of a gradual process. Corresponding with this develop- 
ment the creature's system becomes adapted to and acquires 
a tolerance of the changed conditions, and hence it follows 
that most cases of tuberculosis reach a far advanced and high- 
ly dangerous stage while yet the animal maintains an appear- 
ance of perfect health. As a rule it is only in the last stages 
of the disease when the creature is tottering on the verge of 
dissolution that unmistakable physical symptoms are mani- 
fested." 


If, since the year 1896, it could have been feasible to make 
a complete tuberculin test, say every second vear, tuberculosis 
in this citv could have been kept down to zero, and that at 
very small expense. But as already pointed out the paucity 
of the State appropriations has rendered necessary the adop- 
tion of a less effectual policy and the result is shown in the 
work of the past year when 47 animals had to be killed on 
account of tuberculosis. 

The second reason why this disease has been gaining 
headway in our City is that, until within two years, the State 
has not enforced any regulations as to cleansing and disin- 
fection of premises where tuberculosis animals had been kept. 
It is only within the past two years that adequate regulations 
on this most important point have been in force, Dr. Peters, 
the Chief of the Cattle Bureau, now prescribing strict and 
definite rules, and withholding the compensation due to own- 
ers for condemned animals until such owners have cleansed 
and disinfected their premises to his satisfaction. For lack 
of such a wise regulation as this, much of the good work 
accomplished nine years ago has been undone. An instance 
of this is furnished in the case of a stable and large herd of 
cows recently destroyed by fire. Tuberculosis had existed in 
this herd to my knowledge for the past 16 years. In 1893 
and again in 1897 the State at very considerable expense tested 
and cleaned up this herd, removing and paying for all dis- 
eased animals. But the premises were infected from top to 
bottom. The animals left and new cows introduced were 
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bound to contract and did contract the disease. The owner 
and his agents were warned and advised as to the necessity of 
a competent cleaning and disinfection, but the point was not 
appreciated and there was no law requiring it. The conse- 
quence has been that this one farm has been a perennial source 
of infection, disease having been spread from it as far afield 
as the towns of Tyringham and Sandisfield. While we may 
commiserate the owner on the loss and regret the painful 
death the animals died, yet the wiping out by fire of that es- 
tablishment is an unmixed blessing to every stock owner in 
this locality. 

Between this and the weeding out of 47 cases early in 
the spring, the dairy herds in this City are in quite good con- 
dition as regards diseases of a contagious nature. 


SLAUGHTER House INSPECTIONS. 

"These have been conducted along the usual lines and 
comprised the examination of 79 carcasses, 9 of which were 
condemned and disposed of at the local rendering establish- 
ment. The amount of meat thus disposed of amounted to 
1,650 pounds. 

GENERAL INSPECTION. 

A general fall inspection of all cattle was ordered by the 
Chief of the Cattle Bureau, to commence the Ist of October 
and be completed the 15th of November. The work was con- 
tinued until the 6th of December and resulted in the exami- 
nation of 1,447 animals.

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Report of City Physician. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 
GENTLEMEN :— 


City ALMSHOUSE:—The present number of inmates now 
at the City Almshouse are 52 and are classified as follows :— 


Males in the sane apartment, 28 
Females in the sane apartment, II 
Males in the insane apartment, | IO 
Females in the insane apartment, 4 


We had one patient this year in the female insane apart- 
ment who became so violently insane that we were obliged to 
commit her to the Northampton Insane Asylum. 

We have had for the past year an unusual number of 
deaths. We had twelve of the inmates depart this life. Their 
ages at departure were as follows: 80, 78, 78, 77, 76, 74, 72, 
72, 68, 63, 54, 54 years. 

From their ages recorded at the | time of their death, they 
all had a fair share of life. In infancy and youth they must 
have had the joys, the pleasures and the happiness of home, 
which that period of life vouchsafes to all classes of the human 
family. 

In manhood and womanhood they may have had the same 
ambition to succeed in life and make provisions for old age as 
others of their class had done, but having lost faith and hope 
in the world's opportunities, they have had to turn in their old 
age to the asylum, where that beautiful virtue of charity had 
provided a resting place for the weary, homeless and deserted. 

It is indeed a most singular fact that however long these 
persons suffer with old chronic ailments, they still “persecute 
time with hope" and find no other advantage than losing "hope 
by time.” They often remind us of the people of Luggnag- 


gian, whom Jonathan Swift tells us were called the “im- 
mortals." 
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Dut all of those, who were doomed to be placed in that un- 
happy state (but, which the Dean considered a most precious 
inheritance, which he thought he would enjoy), were born 
with a certain red circular mark on the forehead over the left 
eye-brow, which was an infallible sign that they should never 
die. This spot had peculiarities. When the person having it 
was twelve years old, the mark became green; at the age of 
twenty-five it became a deep blue, and at the age of forty-five 
1t became a coal black. And this strange mark was to be found 
among both sexes. Now our old friends never showed this 
peculiar mark, so we expect and hope they have been desig- 
nated “immortals” in another world. 

“When all the lasting glory of our life depends 
Upon a little child, a stable and a star.” 


SEW AGE. 


The Board of Overseers and the City Committee, who had 
charge of the sewer to convey the house sewage, have com- 
pleted a piece of work that we believe will be found to give 
entire satisfaction as a sanitary measure, by carrying the over- 
flow of the old cesspool down into the newly-acquired farm. 
This drain has been in use for eight months and there is no 
leakage where it formerly existed, nor are their any odors or 
gases to be detected in that region, since this change has been 
made. 

With the present abundant supplv of pure water, and the 
sanitary drainage carried beyond the possibility of ever affect- 
ing the springs, from which the water is obtained, we know 
that it has taken vears to accomplish these things, but we feel 
now that these necessaries have been tested sufficiently to war- 
rant us in saving, that this institution is as securely equipped 
for health, safetv and comfort for its inmates as any in the 
state. 

We mav be pardoned for saving a word or two about the 
present superintendent, Mr. William Shaw. But we do so in 
common justice to him, for we know that he has done a vast 
amount of valuable work on the farm, as well as around the 
buildings. His loss would be a most grievious one should he 
leave this institution on account of the small salary, which he 
now receives. One has to be in touch with him and the many 
duties, which he has to perform in this institution, in order

to realize how well he fills the position and how admirably he 
governs it. 

These same remarks are as applicable to his wife, for the 
faithfulness, kindness and patience with which she performs 
her duties in the women's apartments of this institution. 

DETENTION HOUSE. 

This building has been established for the purpose of re- 
ceiving and treating patients afflicted with contagious and in- 
fectious diseases. 

It has been repaired very thoroughly this year on the out- 
side. The foundation had to be nearly all rebuilt and the whole 
building newly painted on the outside. So much has been 
done and it certainly appeared to have been needed for the pro- 
tection of the building itself. This however is not all the 
building requires. 

In our last year’s report to the City Government we stated 
what improvements would be necessary in the interior of the 
building, so as to make it a safe place to send patients fox 
treatment. We had the experience last year of treating four 
cases of small pox there. We then found how inadequately 
it was supplied with articles, such as, stationary wash basins, 
closets and bath rooms, that are considered to be absolutely 
essential in all buildings used for persons who might be suf- 
fering with diseases, the character and dread of which ex- 
cludes them from our large hospitals and condemns them to 
such buildings as this. 

Therefore all conveniences that can contribute in any 
way to the safety, comfort and welfare of such sick patients 
should be placed there as soon as possible. 

We hope and trust that the Board, whose duty it is to 
equip the building with these necessary articles, will see that 
the work is done.

On all holidays they are all given extra articles of 
food. They have all the bread and milk they wish to use 
at every meal. They are given soups, eggs, and vegetables 
according to the seasons of the year. 

Those who are, by sickness, unable to go to the table 
for their meals are fed in their rooms, with such appropriate 
articles of food as their condition demands. 


THANKSGIVING DINNER. 


This dinner generally consists of stewed chicken with 
gravy, mashed potatoes, squash, bread and butter, mince and 
pumpkin pie, íruit and chocolate cake, doughnuts, quince 
sauce and coffee, 
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AN AcT RELATIVE TO THE ÍNSANE. 


This Act was approved May 29, 1903. By this Act all 
the pauper insane in the state are now under the charge of 
the Commissioners of Insanity. We were therefore ordered 
and instructed by the Commissioners of Insanity, through the 
Overseers of the Poor, to legally commit all our cases of 
insane paupers. We have accordingly examined these chronic 
mild cases of insanity in the City Almshouse and duly trans- 
mitted the Commitment Papers to the Court, as the law re- 
quires. 

In this order there was a legal agreement entered into 
between the Commissioners of Insanity and the Overseers of 
the Poor, that we are to keep in our insane apartments at the 
Almshouse, all the cases of a mild form of insanity, and that 
the state will pay to Pittsfield two dollars and eighty cents a 
week for the board of each individual insane person of this 


class.

The Board of Health respectfully submits for your con- 
sideration the following report for the year ending December 
3L, 1903. 

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES, 


The health of the public should be one of the chief consid- 
erations, and should be of the highest interest to every person. 
The consideration of measures for the prevention of disease 
should engage the attention of the city government. Experi- 
ence has proved that it is necessary to compel people by law, 
to observe health rules and regulations ; the necessity has found 
expression in state laws and rules and regulations of health 
boards, but there are no laws which the public comply with so 
reluctantly as the laws for the preservation of health, and the 
prevention of disease; consequently the powers conferred on 
boards of health are often arbitrary, and in the exercise of 
such powers the freedom of the individual must necessarily be 
restricted, and it is just that individual rights should yield to 
the higher demand of public safety. Communities which have 
most carefully protected themselves and have most rigidly en- 
forced the observance of health laws, have enjoyed the great- 
est immunity from the ravages of pestilence. Following out 
this principle this Board has rigidly enforced the laws and 
regulations pertaining to contagious diseases, with the result, 
as the facts seem to prove, that there have been the least num- 
ber of contagious diseases during the past year than in any 
previous year since we became a city. The number of conta- 
gious diseases reported to the Board of Health for the year is 
as follows :— 
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There were no deaths from contagious diseases during 
the year. 


GARBAGE. 


The system of collecting garbage in our city is very un- 
satisfactory and this Board, as it has done for several years 
past, recommends that the matter be taken up by the city gov- 
ernment and by some means control and regulate the collection 
and disposal of garbage in the city. The Board urges that 
the matter be definitely determined without delay. 


SEWERS 


More buildings have been connected with the public sew- 
ers by order of the Board of Health during the past year than 
in any previous year, having had valuable assistance in its 
work from the Police Department. This Board again recom- 
'mends that the public sewers be extended on certain streets 
in different sections of the city. Especially such streets as 
Mill Street and Jordan Avenue, as the best means of placing 
them in a good sanitary condition. 


SANITARY CONDITIONS. 


With a few exceptions the sanitary conditions of the city 
is satisfactory. The general health of the city for the past 
year has been very gratifying. The indiscriminate dumping 
of garbage has been to a great extent checked, and the regula- 
tions relating to the care of private premises has been gener- 
ally complied with.

School Committee’s Report. 


To the Mayor and City Council of Pittsfield : 


Gentlemen :—The decision of the City Council, to have a new 
school building erected to replace the old one at Orchard Street, 
and the appointment of a building committee to serve until the 
work is completed, meet with the hearty approval of this Com- 
mittee and all who have the welfare of our schools at heart. 

The new building, which is to be ready for occupancy at the 
opening of the fall term this year, will contain twelve class 
rooms and will relieve the pressure for want of school room in 
that part of the City for some years, besides adding another 
beautiful school building to the several, of which the City may 
well be proud. 

We think it fair to state that the school department, with the 
aid of the City Council, is doing its full share in making our 
“City beautiful.” 

Picture to yourselves the condition of our schocl buildings as 
a whole, ten years ago, and the changed condition now, with 
beautiful buildings, grounds neat and well cared for, and every- 
thing showing progress and improvement. ‘This is certainly an 
object lesson for the pupils that is bearing good fruit. 


In passing the Pontoosuc school last summer, a resident of 
another city observed that the school grounds were kept remark- . 
ably neat. The same; may [be said of the grounds around the 
Stearnsville school. | 

We mention these two to show that the larger schools in the 
center of the city are not the only ones that are making the 
“City beautiful," but that the spirit of neatness has pra 
even in the suburbs. 
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Now in regard to the kindergarten, a trial for two years has 
proven that it is a valuable part of our educational system, and 
we ask that the two schools be maintained. 

We are indebted to Mrs. W. L. Adam, who is acting as su- 
pervisor of the kindergarten, without cost to the city, for the 
splendid success of this institution. 

There has been some agitation during the past year in regard 
to teachers! salaries, and justly so. 

We do not believe that teachers should be paid when not em- 
ployed, but their compensation when employed should be liberal, 
and salaries fixed with the idea in mind that teachers have only 
forty weeks work in a year. 

Teachers must grow mentallv, must be progressive and keep 
up with the times. We expect them to have patience and to be 
always cheerful in the school room. Can we reasonably look for 
this when poverty may stare them in the face on account of 
small salarios ? 

It is not expected that a teacher's education is completed when 
she begins her work asa teacher—she will learn something every 
day and the best educational works and periodicals must be 
read—to do this requires an expenditure of time and money 
that 15 not required in other employments. 

The children of to-day are to be the men and women of the 
future—we can afford to invest a little more in good teaching— 
the children deserve it——the teachers should have it, and the 
city will be repaid for spending it in the years to come.

Superintendent's Report. 


To the School Committee: 


Gentlemen:—In accordance with your rules I have the honor 
to submit my tenth annual report, the thirteenth of the School 
Department of the City, the thirty-sixth in the series of Super- 
intendents’ reports. | 

No great changes in our plans of work or in their adminis- 
tration have been made during the year, altho an effort has been 
made to adjust more perfectly the details of the course of 
study, and to promote in every way possible effective work. We 
have had some very gratifying evidences that our work is suc- 
cessful, at least in comparison with that done elsewhere. 

A. noticeable feature of the year has been the interest mani- 
fested by the members of the School Committee in pedagogical 
problems. This is a tendency in the right direction. The 
more perfectly the Committee understands the aims and work- 
ings of our schools, the complexity of the problems involved, 
and the limitations to which school work is subject, the more 
will good work be appreciated and the more correct will be the 
estimate of those unsatisfactory conditions and results which 
are unavoidable. 


I. 


INSTRUCTION. 


THE KINDERGARTENS. 


The appropriation for the support of the kindergartens was 
exhausted at the end of the spring term, and the question of 
continuing he kindergarten as a part of our school system was 
thus raised. Fortunately, the City Council respected the gen- 
eral demand for their continuance and made the appropriation 
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necessary for their support for the remainder of the year. If 
the kindergartens are regarded merely as an experiment, they 
have not been long enough a part oí our school system to dem- 
onstrate satisfactorily their value. If only a portion of the com-- 
- munity desires the training which they give, it might still seem 
justifiable to continue at least such kindergarten training as is 
now provided. | 

The location of the kindergartens at Russell and Fenn 
Street and the general arrangements concerning them remain 
the same as last year. Mrs. William L. Adam has continued 
her supervisory work without compensation and with her usual 
earnestness and success. Your attention is asked to her special 
report. 

Both the principals and assistants of the kindergartens have 
responded readily and helpfully to all requests which have been 
made for their assistance in extending kindergaten ideas and 
methods into the work of the primary grades. 


THE GRADES. 


Manual Skill —During the winter and spring terms consider- 
able attention was given by the primary teachers to weaving and 
basket making,and some commendable work in these arts was 
accomplished by the puipls beyond what had previously been 
undertaken. ‘The provision and preparation of material was 
found to be one of the difficulties in extending this line of work. 

While the value of manual training in any reasonable form is 
unquestioned, the extent to which it can be introduced into our 
schools and' carried on without considerable additional expense 
and without detriment to the work now undertaken is not quite 
clear. Were funds available, it is quite possible that the demand 
for manual training in our publie schools and the legal obli- 
gations of the City might best be met by providing instruction 
in connection with our Evening School and in establishing 
manual training classes during the summer vacation. A vaca- 
tion school of this kind would furnish pleasant and profitable 
opportunities to many pupils who would otherwise make no im- 
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provement during this period, and they would thereby lose none 
of the benefits which the summer vacation is intended to secure. 


Penmanship.—The Committee decided to discontinue verti- 
cal writing in the schools and authorized for use at the begin- 
ning of the fall term the Morse Educational System for Grades 
I.—IV., and Ginn & Company's Medial Writing Books for 
Grades V.—IX. The emphasis laid upon movement in the 
Morse System appealed strongly to the Committee, and the 
beauty and legibility of the Medial script were among the rea- 
sons for retaining this system in the higher grades. This is the 
third change in copy books made within about six years. We 
have now returned to the medial slant toward which we were 
aiming when the vertical system was introduced. The use of 
the vertical system has accomplished some good which has been 
acknowledged in former reports, but each successive change has 
made necessary the unlearning of what had previously been 
taught. These frequent changes have been in many ways dis- 
couraging to the teachers and pupils and have, to quite an ex- 
tent, demoralized the teaching of penmanship in our schoools. 
Our teachers have, however, tried to make the best of the situa- 
tion and are now endeavoring to establish the forms and move- 
ments which the present systems teach. Special attention has 
been given to penmanship during the present school year, par- 
ticularly with reference to securing regularity, legibility, and 
neatness in written work. 

Music, Drawing, and Physical Culture.—For more specific in- 
formation concerning the plans and results of work in these sub- 
ordinate but important means of development and culture, your 
attention is asked to the reports of the special supervisors. 

For some years the study of music has taken a strong hold 
upon the lower grades, so that work formerly done by a fourth 
or fifth grade is now accomplished a year or two earlier in the 
grades. Additional attention is being given to individual pu- 
pils, and results in greater interest and confidence. The books 
of the Harmonie Series have been placed in the hands of some of 
the pupils in the first six grades. 

The work in drawing has followed the printed outlines with the 
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effort to secure facility and adaptability so that the skill acquired 
may be of practical use. In the first and second grades, the 
drawing is based upon the Information and Culture topics, so 
that from the beginning it has a distinct illustrative purpose 
and is a natural accompaniment to the other work of the pupils. 
This spirit largely governs the selection of objects to be drawn 
in other grades. The illustration of notebooks and written ex- 
ercises contributes to the same end. 1 believe that good results 
have been secured in this work during the year. 

The exercises in Physical Culture have been continued with 
beneficial results. The supervision of this work has been of 
great value in securing for it continued attention, uniformity, 
and effectiveness. It has, doubtless, contributed to the success 
of the pupils in their regular studies by breaking in upon the 
monotony of the sessions and refreshing the physical powers of 
the pupils. It has also contributed to better positions in sit- 
ting and in standing, and has aided materially in promoting 
ease and grace of carriage among the pupils. 


Countries and Peoples.-—In this study, which covers geogra- 
phy, history, civil government, and some of the most notable 
literature of the world, a new outline has been prepared and 
printed. The study of Civies has been omitted from the eighth 
grade and is now studied for the first half of the seventh and re- 
viewed for five weeks in the ninth grade. The time formerly 
devoted to Civies in the eighth grade is now devoted to Geogra- 
phy. Provision is made for a review of North America and the 
United States at the beginning of the sixth year and for a review 
of the fundamental facts and principles of geography in the 
eighth year. 

To secure more attention to geography in connection with 
United States history in grades VII. and VIII., the new outline 
specifies the geographical points to be noted in connection with 
the study of history in these grades. The list of geographical 
references called for has been printed separately so that each pu- 
pil may have a copy for his guidance. It is hoped that this out- 
line will give additional emphasis to the geographical features 
of the study of history. It is believed that time devoted to the 
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geographical basis of history will increase rather than diminish 
the impression of historical facts and relations upon the minds 
of the pupils. Another advantage is the sense of practical value 
which the study of geography gives when thus associated with 
history. 

The order of topics in the study of the geography of history and 
literature in the ninth grade has been reversed. ‘The outline 
formerly in uze began with Napoleon and ended with Moses. 
Several of the teachers have preferred to begin with Moses and 
end with Napoleon, according to the usual order of topies in 
history. This order has, therefore, been followed in the new 
outline, altho there 1s nothing to prevent following the former 
order in case it seems best to do so. Most of the outline remains 
unchanged, but 1t seemed desirable to give a somewhat more ex- 
tended account of Shakspere's life, the names of his plays, and 
the geographical locations of their scenes. In the former out- 
line the three parts of King Henry VI. were used as the special 
illustration of Shakspere's plays. ‘This selection was made be-. 
cause of the varied geographical references which the plays con- 
tain and the interesting character of the history involved, es- 
pecially the career of Joan of Arc. It was found, however, im- 
practieable to sceure an edition of these plays suitable for use in 
the grades. It is also true that the critics quite generally agree 
that Shakspere had but little part in composing King Henry 
Vl. The Merchant of Venice has been selected to take their 
place. This play is interesting, teaches a fine moral lesson, and 
isin many ways suited to the capacity of pupils of this age. A 
careful synopsis of the play has been given in the outline, the 
aim being to secure vivid impressions of the story and the char- 
acters, and thus create'a taste for the best literature. With the 
same purpose in view, the outline calls for the reading of 
Shakspere's King John and Julius Caesar in connection with 
these topics. 


OUTLINE OF GRADE STUDIES. 


The last general outline of the work of the grades was given 
in the Annual Report for 1901. In response to inquiries that 
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have been made and for the convenience of those who have oc- 
casion to refer to it, it is here reprinted. A detailed outline for 
each of the subjects is provided for the use of the teachers. In 
the tabulated outline here given, it will be noticed that in sev- 
eral of the grades the vertical lines are partially omitted. This 
indicates a co-ordination ot the subjects or topics between which 
the omission occurs. The arrangement of the course is intended 
to secure as far as possible the co-ordination and correlation of 
subjects. It has also been a distinct aim in planning the course 
to provide such topics and to arrange them in such order that 
at whatever stage of the course a pupil's school days end, he will 
have secured the best education possible within the time which 
he has expended.

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The teachers named in the last Annual Report remained in 
charge of the several departments. 

Both in attendance and in the character of the work accom- 
plished, the school was by far the best that we have had. Sev- 
eral causes combined to secure this result. The new law requir- 
ing of all employed minors a certificate of abilty to read and 
write attracted unusual attention to the importance of an ele- 
mentary education. The apparent increase in the number of 
foreign minors unable to read and write the English language 
led to the large increase in the number desiring elementary in- 
struction. The opportunity to pursue practical subjects of 
high school grade attracted many who had not previously en- 
joyed these opportunities. 'The union of the evening schools, 
formerly maintained in different places in the City, into one 
school and its location im the High School building with its 
conveniences and attractions undoubtedly contributed largelv to 
the suecess which has been attained. 

The character of the instruction was such as to attract the 
interest of all, so that the general order and spirit of the school 
was essentially like that of the day schools. Probably no ex- 
penditure of the school department has contributed more to 
the educational profit of the community than that devoted 
to the evening school as conducted under the new system. 

The fall term of 1903 began November 2 and ended Decem- 
ber 18. The attendance was not as large as that of the preced- 
ing year, probably because many of those who desired instruction 
in the advanced subjects felt that they had satisfied their re- 
quirements during the last year. The school has, however. 
been well attended and the order and interest have been ever 
more satisfactory than last year. Instruction was offered in 
the same subjects. The instructors were as follows:

After the unsatisfactory numbers and results of our evening 
schools as formerly conducted, the pronounced success of the 
new plan is very gratifying to all responsible for its management 
and is appreciated by those who desire such opportunities as 


well as all who are interested in the general culture and welfare 
of Pittsfield. 


HIGH SCHOOL, 


For the first time in the history of the High School its mem- 
bership passed during the fall term the 300 mark. Of those in the 
four-year courses 49 were Seniors, 66 Juniors, 65 Sophomores, 
and 74 Freshmen. In the Business Course there were 16 in 
the second year and 30 in the first year. The entire number in 
the first year was 104. The relation between the last year of © 
the grammar schools and the first year of the High School is 
shown by the fact that there were at the same period 122 in the 
minth grade of the grammar schools. The membership of the 
first year of the High School was therefore 85 per cent of that 
in the ninth grade of the grammar schools. 

The percentage of attendance for the year ending June 26, 
1903, was somewhat lower than for the previous year, but still 
exceptionally good. There was, however, a slight increase in 
the number of cases of tardiness. Considering the fact that the 
High School has but one session a day, this makes its record for 
tardiness among the highest in the city. While the increase 
over the preceding year is but slight, it is about 50 per cent. 
over the record of the year 1900. It is not apparent that there 
is good reason for this increase, and it is to be hoped that the 
school can make a better record in this particular. 

The graduating exercises for the four-year courses were held 
in the High School Auditorium Tuesday, June 23, 1903, at 8 
P. M. Mayor Sisson was present and presented diplomas to 
four pupils in the Classical Course, 20 in the Scientific Course, 
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and 13 in the English Course. Six pupils covered a partial 
course, two of whom have since received the diploma of the 
school, one for the Scientific Course, and one for the English 
Course. i 

The gradualing exercises of the Business Department were 
held at the High School Auditorium at 8 P. M., June 25, 1903. 
The exercises were well attended and an appropriate program 
was rendsred. Mr. George E. Sprong of the School Committee 
presented certificates to 19 pupils completing the two years’ 
course of the department. 

In assigning the valedictory in the four-year courses, the 
question arose whether a pupil having been a member of the 
school during the Junior and Senior years only was entitled to 
the valedictory against a pupil with a lower standing who had 
taken the full course. The Sub-Committee on High School de- 
cided that the rank of a pupil should not be affected because of 
entering the class at the beginning of the third year instead of 
the beginning of the course. It was, however, decided by 
the full Conunittee that in the case which had arisen the pu- 
pil taking the full course was entitled to the valedictory, but 
that the two pupils whose standings had raised the question 
Should be regarded as having been equally successful in their 
studies. Fortunately, the pupil who failed to receive the vale- 
dictory was satisfied to have made her record and not tenacious 
of official recognition on the graduating program, so that the 
matter was treated in a friendly spirit. For the determination 
of any similar question that may arise, the Committee at its re- 
gular meeting September 3, 1903, adopted the following rule: 

**In the assignment of honors in the High School, all pupils who have 
been members of the school for two years shall be eligible on equal terms, 
but no pupil having taken the full course shall be ranked lower on ac- 
count of his record for the period previous to the membership of a pupil 
not taking the full course." 

At the end of the school year in June, Principal Byram was 
granted a leave of absence to attend to business matters in an- 
other state, it being anticipated that he might be able to return 
by the beginning of the winter term. He was not, however, 
ready to do so, and the time of his return is still undetermined. 
Mr. W. D. Goodwin, who has been connected with the school 
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longer than any other member of the faculty, was appointed 
acting principal and took charge of Mr. Byram's advanced 
classes in Greek. For Mr. Byram's classes in typewriting and 
commercial branches, the Committee secured the services of 
Miss Elisabeth M. Dunning, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke Col- 
lege and for some time teacher in the High School at Franklin, 
Mass. Miss Dunning is able to take classes not only in com- 
mercial work, but also in such other subjects as the needs of the 
schocl may require. The work of the school has thus been pro- 
vided for perhaps as well as practicable with the number of 
teachers employed. The school has continued its work along 
the usual.lines with gratifying success. 

A course of concerts of the usual high character was main- 
tained last year and is also provided for the present winter. 
These are a source of much culture and the proceeds add to the 
equipment of the school and furnish aid to the athletic organ- 
izations. |

Pupils preparing for college are allowed such equivalents as may be 
necessary to fit them for the particular colleges which they intend to enter. 

The completion of the Business Course entitles a pupil to a certificate, 
and is accepted as an equivalent for the work of the first and second years 
in the other courses. 

Pupils who do not take the regular prescribed studies of either course 
are not entitled to receive a diploma. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL 


The training class admitted in the fall of 1902 completed the 
required work last June and conducted exercises of the usual 
character in connection with their graduation. ‘Lhe exercises 
were attended by the friends of the school and of the graduates, 
who manifested great interest. Mr. P. H. O'Donnell on behalf 
of the School Committee presented certificates to the four mem- 
bers of the graduating class and accompanied the presentation 
with appropriate remarks. Eight candidates passed the required 
examination for admission to the schooland entered at the 
beginning of the fall term. They have undertaken the work 
in an earnest spirit and give promise of completing the require- 
ments in a satisfactory manner. They have given special at- 
tention to reviews of the subjects taught in the grades and to 
those wider phases of educational history and theory which are 
intended to broaden their outlook and inform them as to the 
real aims and means and limitations of school work. 

Further details concerning the work of the school will be 
found in the report of the principal, Miss Roach, to which your 
attention is asked. With her report will be found the program 
of graduating exercises and the names of the graduates for 1903. 


INVESTIGATIONS. 


Partly at the suggestion of the School Committee or its 
members, partly of my own motion, and partly in connection — 
with the Berkshire County Superintendents’ Association, various 
investigations of plans and results of work in our schools have 
been made during the year. It seems proper to give in this 
place some of the results for the information of those who are 
interested. 

Arithmetic, —Early in ihe fall term a member of the Com- 
mitte was asked to test the familiarity of the pupils of the fourth 
grade with the multiplication table, preparing his own ques- 
tions and giving them to a class of his own selection in the 
schools of the City. The pupils were at that time scarcely be- 
yond the third grade. The questions were given in the manner 
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oí a spelling lesson and the pupils were required to write the 
answers at once. The questions covered the multiplication 
table thru 144. Twa classes were examined, one with 41 pupils 
and another with 42. In each class 18 sets of answers con- 
tained no mistakes, and in each 11 sets contained one error 
only The percentage of correct answers was 97.41 in one 
class and 97.88 in the other. 

In another city whose schools have an excellent reputation, 
the following example in addition was given to the pupils of the 
sixth grade under the direction of their teacher and under con- 
ditions apparently likely to secure as good results as the train- 
ing of the class would justify :

The pupils submitted 17 correct answers and 19 incorrect, 47 
per cent. being correct. The pupils were not able to reckon the 
percentage in this case. The same problem was given to a sixth 
grade in! our schools under the same conditions. Of the answers 
submitted 35 were correct and two incorrect. The pupils as- 
certained the percentage of correct results and found it to be 
over 94. In another sixth grade room 77 per cent. of the 
answers were correct. 


Backward Pupils.—The Committee has given considerable 
thought during the year to the ways and means of awakening 
the interest and promoting the progress of those pupils in our 
schools, who, from any cause, find it difficult to accomplish 
within the allotted time the work prescribed by the course of 
study. To ascertain the number of backward pupils and to 
learm the judgment of the teachers as to some other matters con- 
nected with instruction, the Committee ‘asked each teacher in 
the grades to answer the following questions: | 
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1. In your judgment, how many pupils in your school are backward 
in the studies taught by you ? 

2. In what studies have you found this class of pupils most back- 
ward, dull, or defective in doing the work ? 

3. In your opinion, would you corsider it a good scheme to advance 
your bright scholars to the next higher grade every six months rather 
than at the end of the school year ? 

4. Would it be better, wiser and more conducive to the advancement 
of your pupils if you could divide the branches of studies in your grade 
so that three days in each school week would be devoted to what are com- 
monly considered the essential branches, and the other two days given to 
the less essential branches ? 


As no definition of terms was given for the guidance of the 
teachers in making replies, it is impossible to determine what 
individual teachers regarded as a backward pupil. The an- 
swers to the first question showed that in the judgment of their 
teachers there were in our schools 660 backward pupils. In 
answer to the second question, the number of teachers finding 
their pupils most defective in the several subjects were as fol- 
lows: Arithmetic, 91; Spelling, 44; Reading, 30; Language, 27; 
Geography, 15; History, 5; Civics, 4; Writing, 1. To question 3, 
64 teachers answered “No”, and 30 answered “Yes”. To ques- 
tion 4, 80 answered “No”, and 13 answered “Yes”. 

As the Regents of the University of the State of New York 
receive and pass upon the examination papers of most of the pu- 
pils who enter the high schools in that state, the Secretary of 
the School Committee wrote to the Secretary of the Regents to 
ascertain, if possible, the subjects which the pupils find the 
most difficult in passing the required examinations; in other 
words, the subjects in which the greater number of pupils are 
found to be backward according to the results of the Regente” 
examinations. [n response to this inquiry, Head Inspector 
Charles F. Wheelock sent the following information: 


“I asked one of our clerks to make up the statistics required for a 
hundred students, selecting 10 from each of 10 fairly representative 
schools. I selected for this purpose city high schools, some of the larger 
villages and some of the smaller villages, in order that the list might be 
fairly representative. The schools selected were Albany Cunajoharie, 
Holley, Irvington, Ogdensburg, Riverhead, Rochester, Sandy Hill, Union, 
and Westfield. You will see that these schools cover the entire State and 
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the results ought to he representative. The figures indicate the relative 
order in which the subjects were passed, ‘‘1” denoting the subject first 
passed, ‘‘2” the subject passed second in order, ‘‘3” the subject passed 
third in order, and *'4” the subject passed fourth in order. When two 
subjects have been passed at the same examination, they have received 
the same number. As you will note, it frequently happens that two or 
even three subjects have been passed at one examination. In such cases 
there would be no third or fourth. The result is decidedly interesting. 
I will not attempt a careful analysis of it, but will inclose to you the 
original figures just as they came to me. It is evident from these figures 
that in general spelling is the first subject passed, geography the second, 
elementary English the third and arithmetic the fourth; though there are 
decided local variations." 

The summary ot the figures arranged as explained above was as 
follows: Spelling, 106; Geography, 170; Elementary English, 
249; Arithmetic, 289. It therefore appears that the pupils met 
the requirements first in Spelling, next in Geography, next in 
Language, and last in Árithmetic, and to the extent indicated 
by the numbers given in connection with each subject. 

In connection with this investigation, the Committee consid- 
ered the plan followed in Batavia, N. Y. This plan consists in 
placing in a room an additional teacher whose attention is ex- 
clusively devoted to aiding backward pupils individually, while 
the other teacher conducts the recitations. A personal inter- 
view with Dr. John Kennedy, Superintendent of the Batavia 
schools, brought out the fact that th. plan is applied in Batavia 
only when the number of pupils exceeds 50 in a room. In 
rooms containing 50 or less only one teacher is employed. 
Furthermore, Dr. Kennedy disapproves of assigning an addi- 
tional teacher to a school for the purpose of work with individ- 
ual pupils in different rooms. He does, however, favor giving 
a larger proportion of the teacher's time to individual work 
than is common where there is but one teacher in a room. 

No single teacher in Pittsfield has charge of more than 46 
pupils and the average number of pupils in charge of one 
teacher is but 34. Aside from rooms in which there are two | 
teachers for other reasons, and where the number of pupils 
per teacher is much below the average, the relation of pu- 
pils to teachers in rooms having more than 50 pupils is as 
follows: average membership 54.6, 2 teachers, average 27.3; 
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average membership 79.8, 3 teachers, average 26.6; average 
membership 95.95, 3 teachers, average 31.32; average member- 
ship 122.26, 3 teachers, average 40.75. 

It, therefore, appears that the number of pupils in the care 
of a teacher in Pittsfield is much less than in Batavia. To 
what extent the time of the teacher can be most profitably de- 
voted to individual work with pupils by lessening the time de- 
voted to recitations is a question worthy of careful consideration. 

Preferences of Pupils for Studies.—I have asked the pupils 
in various rooms, which I chanced to visit, to write for me the 
names of the studies which they liked best and next best. The 
papers thus obtained were from four different schools andi from 
grades IIL.—IX. I know of no reason why the preferences of 
these pupils should be different from the preferences of pupils 
of the same grades in our other schools. "The results of this in- 
quiry were as follows: “1” indicating first choice, and “2” indi- 
cating second choice.

The preferences expressed for mathematics show general in- 
terest in the subject from first to last. A notable feature of 
these preferences is ¿he pronounced liking for number work in 
the second and third grades. Another investigator of children’s 
preferences reaches this conclusion, “Number is strongly dis- 
liked at the beginning of the elementary course and greatly 
liked at the end. We begin it too early.” The expression 
given above shows that such is not the case in this City. It 
has also been thought that our number work is rather difficult 
im the third grade, but the above expression indicates that the 
pupils like the work. 

There is a general but perhaps decreasing interest in spelling, 
a decreasing interest in reading, and a constant interest im: his- 
tory except in the ninth grade where it is reviewed for five 
weeks only, an increasing interest in language, and an increas- 
ing interest in geography in the grades where it is studied most. 
The Information and Culture work of the fourth grade is char- 
acter and conduct studied in biography two terms and using the 
several virtues as topics in the third term. In the eighth grade 
it is the study of animals, minerals, and plants. The prefer- 
ences for civics are in the only two grades where the subject 1s 
separately taught. To some extent the percentage of prefer- 
ence is lessened as the grades advance on account of the larger 
number of subjects receiving attention. For the same reason 
the preferences for arithmetic in the fourth and fifth grades 
may naturally be affected by the introduction of geography and 
history. 
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Last November the Berkshire County Superintendents’ Asso 
ciation asked the teachers of the county to secure from their pu- 
pils an expression of their likes and dislikes for the branches 
which they studied, each pupil marking the subject he liked best 
“10”, the subject he liked next best “9”, and so on according to 
his preferences, marking the subject liked least “1”. It was the 
intention to secure an expression of preferences from all the pu- 
pils in school on the day when the expression was taken, but the 
number of answers was naturally less than the membership of 
the schools. The number of children in Pittsfield who answered 
the inquiries and their average age in each grade were as fol-

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The answers to questions submitted to the teachers showed 
that the reasons upon which the preferences of the pupils were 
based were chiefly difficulty, interest, usefulness, orsuccess. ‘The 
answers indicated! that as a rule pupils do better work in subjects 
which they like, which the teacher prefers, and which are more 
successfully taught. For some of the preferences there is an 
easy explanation, as, for instance, frequent change of systems in 
penmanship, and an unsatisfactory text-book in Civics. In 
some instances the preferences of pupils for their studies are 
manifestly the result of the manner in which they are taught; 
one teacher presenting a subject so that it is intelligible, inspir- 
ing, and attractive, and another presenting it as a burdensome 
task to be performed without guidance or hope. 

In an address before the elementary section of the National 
Educational Association in Boston last Summer, Professor Earl 
Barnes gave the likes and dislikes of the pupils for their differ- 
ent studies based upon the answers of pupils in three different 
cities of Pennsylvania, but chiefly ^upon 1150 papers written by 
boys and 1200 by girls in a progressive manufacturing city of 
about 50,000 inhabitants." He represents the distribution of the 
subjects liked and disliked in the following table:

“The boys’ favorite subjects, as one sees, are number, 30 per 
cent., and reading, 24 per cent., with spelling third, 12 per cent. 
Penmanship, with the newer subjects, physiology, music, and 
drawing, are none of them chosen by more than one boy ma 
hundred. If we turn to the girls, we find that they, too, choose 
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reading, 25 per cent., and number 24 per cent. As with the 
boys, the newer subjects of physiology, music, and drawing play 
an utterly unimportant part in the girls” choices, except that 
physiology is greatly disliked.”

Barnes's investigations as to the likes and dislikes of pupils of the 
ages given for Reading, Language, Mathematics, and Physiology:

Time Devoted to Different Studies.—The inquiries of mem- 
bers of the Committee have indicated an interest in the time de- 
voted to the different studies. According to the rules of the 
Committee, teachers must cause written programs of exercises 
to be posted in their schoolrooms and send copies to the Superin- 
tendent with due notice of changes made therein during the 
year. The programs are kept on file and are available for any 
information desired, but it seems proper to give here an idea of 
their arrangement. 

It has been our custom to allow each teacher, subject to sug- 
gestions from the Principal or Superintendent, to arrange her

program of class exercises as she thinks most favorable to secur- 
ing the best results. The programs are further varied according 
to the number of grades in charge of a teacher. The programs 
usually specify the recitation periods only, it being understood 
that the time not devoted to recitations is devoted to study and 
apportioned among the subjects as the pupils deem necessary or 
as the teacher may direct. The programs are further subject to 
variation on the days when the room is visited by the Supervisor 
of Drawing, or Music, or Physical Culture, and sometimes 
when the room is visited by school officials, or when examina- 
tions are held. Quite generally penmanship and drawing, and 
sometimes other studies, are alternated. Sometimes two subjects 
like reading and spelling, or language and information and cul- 
ture, are included in the same recitation period, the amount of 
time devoted to each varying according to the lessons assigned. 

The only way, therefore, to obtain a specific knowledge of the 
program of exercises in any particular room is to consult the 
program of that room and so on thru the one hundred or more 
schoolrooms of the City. I have, however, found the average 
time devoted to the daily recitations in the different grades. 
The programs are here represented by three types: Type 1, one 
grade in charge of a teacher; Type 2, more than one grade in 
charge of a teacher in buildings having more than one room; 
Type 3, one-room buildings where one teacher has several 
grades. "These typical schedules are as follows:

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WORK FOR THE ST. LOUIS EXPOSITION. 


Early in November it was decided to send an exhibit of school 
work to the St. Louis Exposition, and that we would prepare ex- 
ercises on the subject of Countries and Peoples, covering in 
Grades l.—III. the Information and Culture Work, and in 
Grades IV.—IX., the High School, and the Training Class, 
Geography, History, Civies, and some of the most important lit- 
erature of the world. The plan of the State Board of Managers 
permitted the preparation of work by any pupils having taken the 
subject within the past year. 'l'he work of the fourth grade might 
be prepared by a pupil of the fifth grade, fifth grade work by 
a pupil of the sixth grade, and so on. While this was a fair pro- 
vision and would have produced more mature exercises, it was 
found| more practicable and convenient for pupils to contine 
their exercises to the subjects of the grades in which they now 
belong. | 

Our teachers regretted that they could not have prepared the 
exhibit near the close of the schcol year in June, when the pu- 
pils had been longer under their several teachers and had prac- 
tically completed the work of the grades in which they belonged. 
The work done during the school year is usually returned to the 
pupils at the close of the year and was not available. In addi- 
tion to the fact that the pupils were in November just started in 
the work of the several grades and new to their teachers, the 
change in the system of penmanship made at the beginning of 
the fall term was a serious impediment to securing good pen- 
manship. Neverthehless, it seemed a patriotic duty to respond 
to the resquest of the State Board of Managers, and both teach- 
ers and pupils have done their best under the conditions. It is 
believed they have prepared a very creditable exhibit. 

Nearly every pupil in our schools has prepared an exercise on 
some topic in his year of the course, the topic being usually se- 
lected by the pupils, and the pupils being encouraged to select 
different topics. Each exercise is preceded by a title page de- 
signed by the pupil and is illustrated by maps and such other 
drawings as the subject suggests. 
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In recalling in a general way the work of the year for the im- 
provement of our teachers and guidance in their work, it might 
seem that less than usual has been done in these directions. I 
find, however, that between forty and: fifty teachers” meetings 
have been held, and that about the same number of notices, let- 
ters of instruction, etc., have been sent out. The teachers of 
each grade have been called together separately from four to 
seven times during the year, and principals! meetings and general 
meetings have been held as circumstances have suggested. 

Besides general and principals’ meetings conducted by the Su- 
perintendent, the more important meetings were the following:

At the request of the seventh grade teachers, Mr. Clarance J. 
Russell, teacher of sciences in the High School, held some very 
helpful meetings for discussion of Physics as taught in that grade. 

May 18, Mrs. H. Neil Wilson gave an interesting sketch of the 
life of General William Francis Bartlett for the benefit of the 
grammar school pupils. 'The exercises were held in the High 
School Auditorium and were of much interest and profit to all 
present. 
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The Berkshire County Teachers’ Convention was held in the 
Pittsfield High School Auditorium, Friday, November 6, and the 
schools of the City were closed for the day to allow the teachers 
an opportunity to be present. The Convention was a very prof- 
itable one. The following were among the more prominent 
addresses:

An organization to be known as the Pittsfield Teachers’ As- 
sociation was formed near the close of the spring term for the 
purpose of promoting sociability and general educational im- 
provement among the teachers of the City. While the Associ- 
ation has not thus far been very active, it is hoped that it will 
include most of our teachers and prove in many ways interesting 
and profitable. The following officers were elected: President, 
Eugene Bouton; Vice-President, James A. Treanor; Recording 
Secretary, Miss i M. Reid; Financial Secretary, Miss Mary 
E. McSweeny; ‘Treasurer, Miss Alice E. Curtin. 

Many of our teachers attended the great meeting of the Na- 
tional Educational Association, held in Boston during the sum- 
mer vacation. This was the largest meeting which the Associa- 
tion has held and was full of general inspiration and of special 
enlightenment on the subjects discussed by the various depart- 
ments. As the meeting next July is to be held in St. Louis and 
based upon the educational exhibits of the Exposition, it is 
to be hoped that many of our teachers will find it practicable to 
avail themselves of the advantages of both the Exposition and 
the National Association. 


WORKS OF ART. 


During the spring term a large copy of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, embellished with the coats of arms of the several 
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states, was provided for each of our school buildings by the kind- 
ness of the Peace Party Chapter of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution. The Committee provided for framing these 
copies, so that each school now has on its walls this great char- 
ter of our national independence. 

By special entertainments and other means, several of our 
schools have made additions to their works of art during the past 
year.

ATTENDANCE. 


The statistical report is for the year ending June 26, 1903. 

Not including the kindergartens the following items sum- 
marize the leading facts as compared with the year ending June, 
1902; total enroled, 4,036, an increase of 94; total membership, 
3,585.42, an increase of 98.75; average daily attendance, 
9,298.67, an increase of 61.7; per cent. of attendance to member- 
ship, 92, a decrease of .84; cases of tardiness, 9,124, a decrease 
of 42; cases of truancy, 183, an increase of 22; cases of punish- 
ment, 695, a decrease of 23. 

It is a noticeable fact that the number of boys enroled was 
2,028 and the number of girls 2,008. This relation of the sexes 
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is unusual and has not appeared on our records since 1894. The 
increase in membership, 98.75, is four-fifths of the membership 
of the Stearnsville School, but it is so distributed among the 
different schools as to make no very marked increase in the mem- 
bership of individual rooms. In the schools having more than 
one room, the average number of pupils per teacher in the grades 
was as follows: Center Grammar, 39; Center Intermediate, 34; 
Linden Street, 37; Orchard Street, 36; Training School, 33; 
William B. Rice, 33; Fenn Street, 34; Redfield, 36; S. L. Russell, 
30; Briggs, 40; Stearnsville, 24; Pontoosuc, 31; Onota Street, 32; 
Peck's, 35; Junction, 25. While these figures represent the 
average in each school, there were 23 rooms having a member- 
ship of 40 or more, the largest number under the care of one 
teacher being 46. Nineteen of these rooms are in schools which 
can be relieved as soon as the new Orchard Street building is - 
completed. 

It is gratifying to find some decrease of tardiness notwith- 
standing the increase of attendance, but a still further decrease 
would be desirable. ‘Che average number of cases of tardiness 
per pupil for the entire city was 2.77; for the one-room schools 
only, 4.6. The tardiness per pupil in the dfferent schools was 
as follows:

SCHOOL PROPERTY. 
REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


The reduced appropriation for repairs and improvements, 
granted by the City Council, compelled the Committee to omit 
a large share of the repairs usually undertaken, and to confine 
their attention chiefly to those which could not be delayed. A 
few repairs and improvements long demanded were made. No 
mention is here made of ordinary minor repairs which call for 
continual attention, and which in the aggregate involve a con- 
siderable sum, but the more important repairs and improve- 


ments were as follows: 

High School.—New grates were provided for the south boiler and 
the setting of the grates re-adjusted. The fence on the north side 
cf the lot was renewed. 

Center Intermediate.—A new set of grates was provided for the 
boiler. New gutters were placed on the east side of the building. The 
building has been connected with the plant of the Pittsfield Electric 
Company and is now warmed by steam supplied by the Electric Com- 
pany in common with several other buildings in the vicinity. The 
arrangement appears to work satisfactorily. It is expected that the 
expense will be about the same as in former years and it is 
classified with the fuel account. If this arrangement continues to 
be satisfactory, it will be possible to use the basement as a play 
room or for any other purpose which may seem best. 

Linden Street.—The ceiling in Room 10 has been repaired and kal- 
somined. Many of the blackboards have been repaired. The desks 
in several rooms have been sand papered and varnished so that 
their appearance has been greatly improved. 


Training School.—New grates have been provided for the boiler. 
The toilet rooms have been provided with special ventilating ap- 
paratus and the roof has been repaired. For many years rooms 2 
and 3 in this school have been furnished with old style double 
desks and repeated requests have been made by the Principal for 
single desks such as are used elsewhere in the City. The Commit- 
tee has provided Chandler Adjustable Chairs and Desks for these 
two rooms, thereby contributing greatly to the comfort and con- 
venience of teachers and pupils and materially improving the ap- 
pearance of the rooms. 

Orchard Street. —The changes in this building have been incidental 


to preparations for erecting the new twelve-room building authorized 
by the City Council. 
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William B. Rice.—For several years it has been felt that the heat- 
ing apparatus in this building was in some respects inadequate and 
unsatisfactory, especially in providing proper warmth for the halls 
and the rooms on the third floor. The furnace provided for warm- 
ing the halls was employed also in heating the rooms on the third 
floor when that portion of the building was completed. When the 
sanitaries were removed from the basement and placed on the first 
end second floors, the additional closets were also dependent for heat 
upon the same furnace. It was found that these additional require- 
ments were beyond the capacity of this furnace. The defect was 
to some extent remedied by the use of storm windows, but difficulty 
was still experienced. The Committee has placed in the southeast 
basement room a Gorton Side Feed Boiler with 1200 feet radiating 
capacity. Indirect radiation is provided for the air shaft leading to 
the rooms on the third floor, thereby furnishing heat and ventila- 
tion in the same manner as before. The halls and toilet rooms will 
be heated by radiators of such capacity and so placed as to secure 
the best results. The use of the furnace will be discontinued, but 
the furnace itself will remain in place and will be available for aux- 
iliary use and will be capable of as good service as before in case the 
steam apparatus should get out of order. It is believed that the 
boiler will give better results and will require less coal than the 
furnace has used. It is also hoped that it will take the chill from 
the building on many days in the fall and spring when the building 
is not comfortable without some heat and when the use of the main 
furnaces would give more heat than is desired. For the main fur- 
nace new grates and a new flre-pot have been provided. 


Fenn Street.—The fire box under the boiler was lengthened and 
new grates were provided. The roof and gutters have been repaired. 
Gas fixtures with Welsbach Burners have been provided for the 
northwest room on the first floor, the two north rooms and the 
Principals office on the second floor, and for the boiler room. 


Redfield —Fir : boxes have been repaired. The dampers in the 
ventilating flues have been connected with chains, permitting regu- 
lation by the teachers of the several rooms instead of the automatic 
apparatus formerly in use. This permits more careful and gradual 
adjustment of temperature in connection with the ventilation, The 
tin work on the roof has been repaired and painted. 'The cupola hag 
also been painted. 

Russell.—The grates in the south boiler have been renewed and 
those in the north boiler repaired. 'There has been considerable 
complaint in regard to ventilation in certain rooms in this building. 
A test of the ventilation system showed that the circulation of air 
was at least as good in these rooms as in other rooms of the build- 
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ing. It was also found that the circulation was somewhat less than 
it should have been on account of the connection of the fresh air in- 
lets with the basement and insufficient opening of the outlet in the 
cupola. It is probable that better results would have been secured 
in this building if the original plan had been completed and the 
fans had been used as originally intended. 

Briggs.—In the original placing of the boilers the space available 
for reaching thu soot doors was entirely insufficient. This has been 
remedied by rearranging the walls about the boiler, and is a great 
improvement. New grates were provided for the boilers. The ad- 
justment of the flushing apparatus for the closets was too delicate 
for satisfactory results and was exchanged for apparatus of simpler 
pattern and more reliable working. It was discovered that the mas- 
sive chimneys on this building were weakened near the top and it 
was thought that they were becoming unsafe. The exceedingly 
heavy stone finish at the top was removed, the chimneys were slight- 
ly lowered, and in the necessary relaying most of the flare was elimi- 
nated. The chimneys were finished with iron tops with a suitable 
flange. It is believed that the chimneys as thus remodeled will be 
secure and the appearance of the building is, if anything, improved 
by the change. 

Stearnsville.—A larger hot-air pipe has been led from the center 
of the auxiliary furnace to the recitation room for the purpose of 
securing additional heat, and other work has been done in the di- 
rection of facilitating the warming of the north rooms. 


Pontoosuc.— The floors of Rooms 2, 3, and 4 have been relaid. 
This is an improvement which has long been needed and is greatly 
appreciated by teachers and pupils. 

Peck’s.—Conductors have been provided to throw the water from 
the roof away from the building on the north. A new teacher's desk 
has been provided for Room 2. 


Junction.—The roof of the closet has been reshingled. A new 
teacher's desk has been provided for Room 2. 


Morewood'.—A new grate has been supplied for the furnace. 


Barkerville.—The unsightly shed which for many years occupied. 
the southeast corner of the premises has been removed. 


West Pittsfield.—Repairs have been made around the doors and 
windows. New shades have been provided. The space above the. 
blackboards has been papered by the kindness of Mr. John B. Clark 
of West Pittsfleld, one of the patrons of the school. 'This greatly 
increases the attractiveness of the room. Mr. Clark's generosity is. 
greatly appreciated by the teacher and pupils. 


Osceola.—The furnace has been repaired.

SUPPLIES. 


Nothing unusual in the way of supplies has been done during 
the year except, perhaps, in providing materials for basket mak- 
ing and weaving in the first, second and third grades. The 
continual calls for materials for writing, book covers, janitors’ 
supplies, busy work, and materials for repairs involves in the ag- 
gregate large expenditures and a great amount of time and at- 
tention. It should be remembered. also that the supply of wa- 
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ter transfers annually from the School Department to the Board 
of Public Works about $700, and that the bills for gas and elec- 
tricity are classified as supplies. 


NEW ORCHARD STREET SCHOOLHOUSE. 


Perhaps the most important event of the last year in connec- 
tion with our schools has been the appropriation made by the 
City Council for the erection of a new twelve-room building in 
place of the old Orchard Street Grammar School. The charac- 
ter and limitations of the old building may be learned by refer- 
ence to the Annual Reports of the School Department for the 
last ten years. The decision to erect a new building has been 
hailed with joy by all concerned. The membership and attend- 
ance of the schools which can be relieved thru this building 
demonstrate that a new building will be as useful in its capacity 
as a relief to the northern half of the City as it will be conven- 
ient and satisfactory to those who are to occupy it. The work 
on the school grounds at Orchard Street has thus far been 
chiefly preparatory. 

After much consideration on the part of the Committee, it 
was decided to locate the new building on First Street, leaving 
a small space for a lawn between the building and the sidewalk, 
and allowing for a play ground the available space in the rear. 
Thie continues the policy which has been followed in recent 
years of maintaining near the street a lawn corresponding to the 
other lawns of the neighborhood, and using the space behind 
the buildings for play grounds. 'The amount of land on the 
Orchard Street site is insufficient for satisfactory play grounds. 
It would be desirable to secure additional land in the vicinity. In 
locating the new building, the Committee was limited by the 
present position of the Training School which is too good a 
building to destroy and could not safely be moved. While the 
final location of the new building was believed to be the best 
possible under existing conditions, the Committee regretted ex- 
ceedingly the necessity of placing it so near to First Street, and 
the possible interference of light which may result from its 
nearness to the Training School. It was felt, however, that the 
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new building should be given as nearly as possible its natural 
position on the grounds, as it will be a permanent structure, 
while the Training School will at no distant period have out- 
lived its usefulness. The lack of play grounds will be par- 
tially remedied by the provision for play rooms in the base- 
ment of the new building. 

The old Grammar School building has been moved to the 
west so as to leave room for the erection of the new building, and 
has been connected with the sewer and with the boiler so as to 
be fairly comfortable. It is, at any rate, far more satisfactory 
than any quarters that could be hired, and can be used until the 
new building is completed. A strong reason for retaining the 
old building was to preserve the present organization of the 
school, a consideration very important as affecting the conven- 
ience of teachers and pupils and the general welfare and pro- 
gress of the pupils in their studies. | 

In this connection it may be worth while to raise the question 
as to what kind of a site is most desirable for school purposes. 
My own impression is that, other things being equal, a site mid- 
way on a block is more desirable than on a corner, and that af- 
ter such frontage has been secured as will give free access to the 
rear of the building and protect the building from undesirable 
neighbors, land in the rear is more desirable than additional 
frontage. This will permit a satisfactory lawn between the build- 
ing and the street andi wil place the play grounds in the rear 
of the building where the children can enjoy their freedom with 
the least intrusion upon the street. If a passageway between 
this play ground and the street on the opposite side of the lot 
can be secured, it will furnish a convenient approach for pupils 
coming from that direction, and especially in the case of a long 
block.

The increase of $1,964.36 was for teachers' salaries, and on 
account of the absence of two of our most prominent teachers 
and the employment of a smaller number of substitutes than us- 
ual, the increase was much less than was anticipated at the be- 
ginning of the year and provided for in the annual appropria- 
tion. The increase in the expense of the evening school is ac- 
counted for by the fact that in 1902 the evening school was 
maintained only during the fall term. The decrease in the ex- 
penditure for fuel was chiefly on account of lower prices, but 
partly the result of heating the Center Intermediate building by 
steam from the Pittsfield Electric Company, the pay for which 
will come mainly from the appropriation for 1904. The prices 
of some of the more important supplies were lower than for the 
previous year. The expenditures for books have been chiefly on 
account of the natural wear and have included fewer extended 
changes than usual. 'The decreased cost of repairs represents 
repairs deferred rather than any permanent decrease in expen- 
diture, and the decrease in the cost of improvements and the 
amount of contingent expenses represent the limitations of the 
appropriations rather than any economy in expenditures.

The orginal appropriation provided $62,500 for teachers” 
salaries, $3,800 for office salaries, $750 for evening school, amd 
$1,250 for kindergartens. 

The plan of itemizing the appropriations for the school de- 
partment followed last year has resulted in returning to the 
City Treasurer $1,898.12, most of which would, however, have 
been expended had it not been for the unexpected absence of 
teachers, but it has also resulted in unsupplied needs and the 
carryino of a considerable amount of unpaid bills into 1904. All 
of these bills might have been paid had it been possible to secure 
the transfers near the close of the year. The inconvenience of 
keeping separate accounts for the different items has been con- 
siderable. .

From the above table it appears that 52 teachers were re- 
ceiving the maximum regular salary, $10.50, in 1900, and that 
at the present time 54 teachers are receiving the regular maxi- 
mum salary, $11.50. Of these 54 teachers 44 began to receive 
$11.50 per week in September, 1902, and 10 in September, 
1903. Comparison with other cities of about the size of Pitts- 
field show that in some places inexperienced normal or train- 
ing school graduates are not employed, that where they are 
given positions as assistants, or in full charge of a room, they 
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receive about the same salaries as we pay, but that the maxi- 
mum salary for teachers in ordinary grade work is from $12.50 
per week to $15 per week.

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AMENDMENT TO THE RULES. 


At the regular meeting of the School Committee January 7, 
1904, the following amendment to the “Rules of the School 
Committee and Regulations for the Public Schools" was 
adopted: | 

After the words, “8. Committee on Supplies," in the sixth para- 
graph of Section 2, Chapter 1, *9. Committee on Finance, to consist 
of the Chairman of the Committee on Buildings and Sites, the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Supplies, and one other member of the 
School Committee to be appointed by tbe Executive Committee, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board." 

"Chapter IL, Section 13. It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Finance to approve in writing all bills contracted or contracts made 
by the several sub-committees of the Board, and no bill or contract 
shall be passed by the auditing committee of the Board until it 
Shall have been approved by at least two members of the Committee 
on Finance." 


IN MEMORIAM. 


ANNA K. KERNAN, DIED MAY 12, 1903, AGED 32 YEARS. 


Miss Kernan was faithful to her duties, earnest and) inspiring. 
She succeeded in arousing the interest of her pupils, in winning 
their affection, and in accomplishing effective educational work. 
Her personality was pleasing, and she won from all with whom 
She was associated sincere regard and cordial appreciation. In 
her relations to her pupils and her associates and to the school 
authorities she was loyal and helpful. The high regard in which - 
she was held by her associates is expressed in the following 
tribute prepared by a committee appointed at a meeting of the 
teachers of the City held in honor of her memory: 


In the death of Anna K. Kernan her fellow-teachers have lost a 
well-beloved and highly esteemed friend and co-worker, and the city 
a faithful and conscientious teacher. | 

She was graduated from the Pittsfield High School in 1888, and 
from the Westfield Normal Schoo] in 1890. She commenced her ser- 
vice in the Pittsfield public schools in 1890, in the Stearnsville pri- 
mary School. She held this position until 1891, when she was trans- 
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ferred to the Elizabeth Street School. In 1892 she was appointed to 
the Linden Street School in which her service was continuous until 
illness interrupted her life-work in November, 1902. 

Her unswerving zeal in the interest of education, and her loyalty. 
to her school are evinced by the esteem in which she was held by 
her fellow-teachers. Her intelligence, her noble character, and 
iber genuine friendship for her associates will live in our memory, 
and we as teachers, for all the interchange of kindness, for all the 
cordial intercourse of private life, for al] the acts of co-operation in 
behalf of our schools, offer to her memory our loving tribute of re- 
spect and esteem. 

Her work on earth is ended, and she has entered upon the higher 
life for which her earthly labors were a preparation. 


“I know not where His islands lift 
Their fronded palms in air, 

I only know I cannot drift 
Beyond His love and care.” 


A beautiful copy of the Song of the Lark has since been pur- 
chased by her fellow-teachers and hung in her room at the Lin- 
den Street School as a permanent memorial. 

CONCLUSION. 


One can not devote ten years of earnest thought and effort to 
the development and improvement of a system of schools with- 
out rejoicing in their success and regretting their shortcomings. 
Like a fond parent he is in danger of over estimating their 
merits and under estimating their weaknesses. I suppose that 
the same is true, in a measure, of the members of the School 
Committee, who have labored earnestly and to the best of their 
ability for years to secure to the children of Pittsfield as good 
mstruction and training as existing conditions and the means at 
‘heir disposal have permitted. I hope and believe that the ef- 
forts made on behalf of the children of our City have been suff- 
ciently successful to warrant satisfaction with the results. 

The new Orchard Street School is the fifth new, large, and at- 
tractive building to be erected within this period. The sala- 
ries of the teachers have becn materially increased, and if present 
plans are carried out, Pittsfield will no longer be subject to the 
renroach of paying inadequate salaries. The preparation of 
work for the St. Louis Exposition serves to show the character 
of the work which our schools are doing. 
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For the general and hearty co-operation of all who have had 
a part in the direction of our schools and in the labors of the 
year, I wish to express my appreciation. 1 believe that the out- 
look for continued improvement has never been better than at 
the present time.

REPORT OF THE ACTING PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Ph. D., Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:—In accordance with your resquest 1 submit here- 
with a report of the High School for the year ending December 
31, 1903. | 

In the absence of Principal Byram during the fall term the 
teachers have endeavored to follow, substantially without 
change, the lines of policy already established for the manage- 
ment of the school. In this endeavor the efforts of the act- 
ing principal have been ably seconded by the entire corps of as- 
sistant teachers, who have willingly assumed additional duties 
when necessary and have in every way cooperated with him in 
 seeling to maintain both in scholarship and discipline the high 
standard of excellence which has characterized the school in the 
past. 

_ The school is forunate in having secured the services of Miss 

Elisabeth M. Dunning, who has taken charge of the Commer- 
cial Department. Heretofore the work of this department has 
been carried on without a special teacher, the several commercial 
branches having been taught by members of the regular teach- 
ing force. With the appointment of so efficient a specialist the 
measure of success already attained in this branch of our school 
work promises to be materially increased. 

The enrolment of pupils is larger than ever before in the his- 
tory of the school. The number enroled for the fall term just 
closed is 307 and the present membership is 290. The largest 
enrolment for any previous fall term was 288 in 1902, with a 
membership of 276 at the close of the term. "This increase in 
numbers has made it necessary to open a new room for high 


149 


school purposes. ‘The northwest corner room on the first floor 
has been appropriated for this use. 

The athletic interests of the school have been put upon a 
much more satisfactory basis than ever before by the establish- 
ment, in February, 1903, of an athletic association among the 
pupils. Its object, as stated in its constitution, is “to insure the 
carrying out of the school's athletics in a manner satisfactory to 
the majority of those in the school interested in such matters.” 
While this association has been in existence less than a year, it 
has already proven its desirability in many ways. 

The lunch counter continues to be a feature of inestimable 
value. The receipts during the fall term have averaged $10.90 
per day, a considerable increase over those of the last school year. 
Out of these receipts all the expenses connected with the lunch 
counter have been paid, and there is a small surplus on hand. 

As for several years past, the school is this year also giving a 
concert course in which the best talent procurable is furnished 
at very reasonable prices. All pupils who choose toi assist in 
the sale of tickets are given an opportunity of attending one or 
more of the concerts free of charge. The educational value of 
such a course cannot be questioned. The proceeds, as formerly 
are for the benefit of the school. 

The pronortion of members of the last graduating class who 
have entered higher institutions of learning is unusually large. 
Eight have entered the local training school, and fifteen have 
enroled themselves in various colleges, scientific schools, and 
normal schools. 

In conclusion 1 desire to express the thanks of both teachers 
and pupils to you and the members of the school committee for 
the uniform courtesv and generosity with which the needs of the 
school from time to time have been provided for and the sug- 
gestions of teachers considered,

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:—I have the honor to submit my annual report for 
the year ending December 18, 1903. 

Faithful and earnest work on the part of the senior and pu- 
pil-teachers, and I believe, closer application on the part of our 
pupils, hes characterized the work of the year. 

The usual cordial co-operation and harmony has prevailed in 
both the Training departinent, and in the lower grades, which 
greatly facilitates the work of the school. 

The interest of the parents and patrons is shown by the num- 
ber of visits during the year. These visits encourage and as- 
sist the teachers in directing the education of the children. The 
attendance has been very good, a fact that has contributed very 
materially to the successful work manifested in all the grades. 

The development of womanliness in the pupil-teachers thru 
the sense of responsibility of the work for which they were fit- 
ting themselves, and from the ennobling effect of having those 
younger depend upon them, is almost marvelous. 

The graduating exercises of the Training Class were held in 
the school building June 24, 1903. The ability and skill mani- 
fested by the pupil-teachers, as they presented the method for 
developing the different lessons, was considered the best work 
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that has ever been rendered by a Training Class at a public grad- 
uating exercise, and was greatly enjoyed by the large crowd of 
people assembled to listen to the program.

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The instructions from the drawing supervisor, Mr. Denison, 
have been exceedingly helpful, both to the Training Class and 
to the teachers in the lower grades. 

The music teacher, Mr. Smith, procured new books for the 
second grade, and good results in these classes have been se- 
cured. The pupil-teachers observe and study as the music 
teacher directs. 

Miss Clapp, the teacher of physcial culture, has taught the 
children how to breathe, sit, and stand properly. The introduc- 
ing of this work into our school, I believe, has greatly aided the 
attendance, and limited the cases of illness. The Training 
Jlass observed the lessons last term. This coming term they 
study the work. 

In the present Training Class there are eight young women. 
Their zeal and business-like manner of doing the work as- 
signed them is very gratifying; they also show a very commenda- 
ble desire to improve every opportunity to increase their knowl- 
edge of the work for which they are fitting themselves. 


For the first time since I have been principal of the Training 
School, I desire to make an appeal to the School Board. I ask 
in behalf of the teachers and myself, that the School Board will 
try and induce the City to buy land on First Street, and move 
our school building around that our rooms may be properly 
lighted. The new building, that iv to be built, is to be placed so 
near us, and in front of us, that we will not receive proper 
light, and limit us to a very small play ground; two of our rooms 
upstairs are lighted on two sides, one of these sides indirectly 
from the hall windows. When the new building is erected, this 
indirect light is all we will receive. All the other rooms with 
one exception, will receive light on one side. Our location for 
school purposes has been one of the best in the City, and has 
had a beneficial effect on the discipline and manners of our pu- 
pils. To place us behind another school building will so change 
the environments that the result will be detrimental to both 
teachers and pupils. If the School Board can assist us in the 
matter referred to, the teachers at the Training School will ap- 
preciate it greatly. 
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In closing, 1 desire to extend to the School Board sincere 
acknowledgement for kind favors received, and gratitude to you 
our worthy superintendent for generous support and cheering 
words of encouragement. |

Dear Sir:—I hereby submit a report of the work done in the 
department of drawing in the publie schools of Pittsfield. 


The work thruout the City is very satisfactory in all the 
grades, especially in the first and second, where the effect of the 
kindergarten training is beginning to make itself manifest. I 
find that pupils from the kindergarten take up the work much 
more readily and' the work done is of a better quality. 


The work in the other grades is particularly good, especially 
in the washing in of tones and the color work. The painting of 
tone scales in charcoal gray and color has been very helpful in 
aiding the pupils to determine values of light and shade. 


The class at the Training School is doing good work and the 
interest displayed is very gratifying. At the close of' the year, 
the young teachers will be prepared to teach the drawing in any 
grade from the first to the High School. 

The drawing done at the Evening Drawing School this year 
has been of the best. The membership is much smaller than last 
year, but the attendance has been much more regular. The me- 
chanical drawing class taught by Mr. Hill is maintaining its 
usual high grade of work and the regular attendance of the pu- 
pils shows the interest taken.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools : 


Dear Sir:—More attention has been given to individual work 
and sight reading the past term than heretofore. One director 
says “Spend four-fifths of the time on individual work," another 
says “Spend two-thirds of the time on persistent work of sight- 
singing," and still another says *I see danger of over emphasis 
of this sight reading." In cases that I have heard of, classes of 
sight-singing have sacrificed tone quality, pitch, and expression 
to reading, yet to do the best class work scholars must be made 
independent music readers, and if they are not interested and up 
in music, they need individual attentiom which must be given 
principally by the regular teachers. It is our aim to give every 
pupil in the public schools a good working knowledge of music. 
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In rooms where the Harmionic Series has been placed, the 
work has been greatly facilitated. The scales are taught down 
from two-lined E flat instead of up, thereby keeping the voices 
of the first grades mainly in the head register. The prelimi- 
nary steps, oral work, ear training, vocal drill, changing key, 
dictation exercises, chromatic, rhythmic and minor studies are 
made plain not only for the grade teacher but for the pupils. 
On page six, Second: Reader, it says “Be careful to start on the 
pitch and to test the pitch at the close with a chromatic pitch 
pipe or instrument of some sort.” Part of the teachers have 
chromatic pitch pipes, but more are needed. The pupil-teachers 
of the Training School are enthusiastic and 1 am much pleased 
with their efforts. The Principal is in sympathy with the work 
and ably seconds my endeavors. 

The High School never sang better than now. I am in hopes 
to see the time when it will be taught in two divisions. They 
need more drill than just one-half hour a week. If Mr. Good- 
win and Mr. Russell would give them fifteen minutes a day on 
some of their difficult work they would stand in the front rank. 
Many high schools are giving works in public. Ours could do 
it, only give them an opportunity. 

The efforts of the teachers in all grades have been painstak- 
ing and successful, and nothing but honest and persistent work 
could achieve the results obtained.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL CULTURE. 


To Superintendent Eugene Bouton : 


Dear Sir:—As was outlined in the last report, the work im 
physical culture is conducted directly by the teachers in the var- 
ious rooms and schools thruout the City, and upon them must 
depend the development and success of the work. The benefit 
to the children, however, depends upon themselves and their 
interest and enthusiasm in the work brought out by the teachers. 
I am therefore very glad t^ report to you that owing to the in- 
terest of the teachers in giving the daily lessons, and the pleas- 
ure taken by the children, the work in physical culture has 
been steadily improving. during the past year. 

No especial changes have been made in the manner of teach- 
ing, but practice in this kind of work, both on the part of the 
teachers and the children has greatly increased its effectiveness. 

Especial attention is given to correcting the very common 
habit among children of letting the head fall forward and the 
shoulders drop, giving the lungs no more room than is absolute- 
ly neecessary. During the ter. minute lesson given each day we 
are constantly trying to correct this habit. ‘The children are 
taught how to stand erect, giving their lungs plenty of room to- 
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grow, and especial attention is given to breathing exercises. 

The teachers are doing very good work indeed. All of the 
classes show some improvement, and 1 think that in some of 
them the full possibilities of benefit to the children from this 
work are being realized.

VI. 
REPORT OF THE SUPEAVISOR OF KINDERGARTENS. 


To Eugene Bouton, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir:—The city kindergartens have completed their first 
calendar year, 1903. One hundred and fifty-one children have 
been enroled, seventy-two at Fenn Street, seventy-nine at the 
Russell kindergarten. Of these, nine children at the Russell 
kindergarten and twelve az l'enn Street attended for a shorter 
time than a month. We have had the same principals who 
taught in the autumn of 1902 with a change of assistants for the 
last term of the year. Miss Grace A. Morris of North Adams 
took Miss Hillier's place and Miss Virginia G. Baccolini of Lee 
has filled Miss Prudden’s. Miss Hillier is taking another year 
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of preparatory work and Miss Prudden has gone to a New York 
kindergarten. | | 

The percentage of attendance for the year at the Russell kin- 
dergarten was 87.29, at Feun Street 84.32. Altho the Russell 
kindergarten seems remote, it is in reality more easily reached by 
a larger number of children than the one in Fenn Street. The 
Street cars carry almost all of the children without fare and keep 
them warm, so that a child can go from West Pittsfield to the 
Russell kindergarten more comfortably than from Elm Street 
to Fenn Street. Every ward in the City has been represented 
at the Russell kindergarten. 

Three hundred and forty-fcur visits have been made by par- 
ents and friends to the two kindergartens. The best evidence, 
however, of the interest of the parents in the work was given 
last spring when they demanded the continuance of the kinder- 
gartens in the autumn and secured every vote of the city govern- 
ment in their favor. Our teachers have made a large number 
of calls at the children's homes and have visited kindergartens 
in Westfield and Springfield. Our program for the year is with 
modifications that followed by the Boston kindergartens. May- 
or Sisson has kindly contributed a supply of colored papers 
"which the children found useful at Christmas time in making 
gifts and which the teachers utilize in every day work. 

We have nothing startling to relate. ‘The trees of the fields 
have not all the same start in life. Some are crooked and un- 
promisiug—some are perverse. But all can be trained for ser- 
vice and for character, if not for beauty, by the patient skilful 
gardener if he but begins soon enough. Our trees are growing.

- To His Honor, the Mavor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the provisions of the 
General Ordinances, the Board of Public Works herewith pre- 
sent this, their report for the year 1903. A review of the work 
of the past year shows that a great deal has been accomplished. 
The new sewer system has been extended to accommodate the 
section known as Beech Grove lying on the west side of the 
Housatonic River in the southwest portion of the City. The 
largest piece of work done in the water department was the 
laying of an eight-inch main through Beaver Street to replace 
the four-inch which formerly supplied the street. Two very 
important pieces of surface drainage, that on Redfield Hill and 
the Lake and Fourth Street sections have been completed. The 
Dalton Avenue Bridge was finished and opened for travel early 
in the season. More sewer and water connections have been 
made than in anv previous year. À large amount of work de- 
volved upon the Board's department in connection with the pav- 
ing of our main streets. The curbing for the greater portion 
of North and West streets had to be reset, redressed, and in 
some places new curbing set to replace that which was defective. 
Sewer and water connections had to be made with every piece 
of property, whether occupied with a building or not, to avoid 
the necessity of digging up the paving in the future. Curb 
boxes were placed on every service connection. Manhole and 
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catch basin covers lowered or raised to conform to the new 
grade. An extensive piece of masonry and railings were put 
in at the Burbank House the raise in grade making it necessary. 
Large inroads were made upon the Board's appropriations in 
doing this work which would otherwise have been expended in 
the several departments from which the same were used. 


WATER WORKS. 


Extensions have been made to the water system as follows : 
Curtin Avenue 545 feet; Britton Terrace 263 feet; Wilson 
Street 412 feet; Terrace Avenue 147 feet; Nelson Street 472 
feet ; Bartlett Avnue 250 feet; Springside Avenue 60 feet; Kent 
Avenue 250 feet; Church Street 465 feet; Curtis Terrace 832 
feet; Market Street 84 feet; Russell Terrace 425 feet; Edwin 
Street 345 feet; McArthur Street 374 feet. All of the above 
were laid with six-inch cast iron pipe with the exception of 
Market Street which was eight-inch. On Clapp Avenue, the 
four-inch water pipe was renewed with eight-inch before the ' 
work of paving the street was begun. Nearly four thousand feet 
of eight-inch pipe was laid in Beaver Street to renew the four- 
inch line through the street. This will afford better fire protection 
to this thickly settled portion of the city which also includes the 
Stanley plant. All of the above work was done without an ac- 
cident of any nature to any person speaking well of the care- 
fulness of the superintendents and foremen in charge of the 
work. The distributing reservoirs were cleaned in the Spring 
and again this Fall, and are in good condition .In all exten- 
sions and renewals on the system 9622 feet of water pipe was 
laid. On this, including additions 19 stop gates were placed. 
Nine steamer hydrants have been added to the system. Water 
meters to the number of nine were set, making a total now in 
use 180. During the year 16 leaks were reported and repaired 
at once. Fifty curb boxes were set on North Street in connec- 
tion with the paving. This is a summary in part of the work 
done. In concluding this subject the Board are of the opinion 
that steps if preliminary only, should be taken this year for 
providing additional storage supply at the Ashley distributing 
reservoir. When this work is undertaken the matter of higher 
pressure should be given careful consideration. The mains of 
the city are amply strong to withstand a much larger pressure 
than thev are now subjected to. This matter was agitated 
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somewhat in 1894 and surveys were made at that time. The 
cost of building a reservoir and dam has not been definitely 
estimated, but with all connections to carry the pipes to the 
higher elevation would be probably about $15,000. If the 
additional storage capacity could be secured with the corre- 
sponding increase in pressure, making a hydrant stream about 
as effective as steamer streams a decided advantage would 
accrue. The Board respectfully submit this matter for your 
consideration. | 
WATER METERs. 


The most satisfactory and equitable way to sell water is 
by the meter. At the present time a small precentage of our 
services are metered, but from these few a third of the income 
of the department is derived. To be sure they are set on large 
services, but the primary object in instaling meters is not 
necessarily the increase of revenue so much as the saving of 
water. A meter quickly places a check on the consumer who 
wastes water, as it touches his purse when the bill comes in, 
and one large bill is generallv enough to induce economy there- 
after. The waste of water is of particular interest to us now 
for the most of the water wasted runs to the sewers and must 
be pumped to the filter beds, and there area provided for its care 
and treatment. We are probably using over one hundred gal- 
lons per capita dailv, when sixtv or seventy gallons is ample. 
The question resolves itself into whether we are willing in the 
future as the number of water takers increases, to continue to 
increase our supplv and distribution system to meet an extrava- 
gant demand for water, and then to have to provide for this 
extra amount at our pumping station and filter plant, or to pro- 
ceed at once with steps to avoid this probable necessity. The 
Board heartily recommend that an appropriation be made this 
year for the purchase and installation of water meters, believing 
that the best interests of the city would be subserved by the 
meter system. 

CURB BOXES. 


Prior to 1891, the inception of the City, a large number 
oj service connections were laid with no means of shutting 
the water off except to dig up the street. This was very ex- 
pensive if occasion demanded that it be done in Winter and 
causes no end of annovance. With a curb box on every con- 
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nection it would be possible to collect a majority of the delin- 
quent water taxes that are now lost from the too great expense 
of digging them up to shut off the water. The Board would 
recommend that an appropriation be made each year until there 
is a box on every service, and that your Honorable Body make 
an appropriation for doing a part of the work this year. 


RULES ON WATER SUPPLY. 


On June 25, 1903 the Board made requisition upon the 
State Board of Health for a set of rules and regulations for 
the purpose of preventing the pollution of the City's sources 
of water supply. This was done in order to furnish the Board 
authority to forbid boating, fishing, bathing, the cutting of 
ice, and picnic parties, upon or adjacent to any of the several 
reservoirs. Acting upon the request, the State Board of Health 
under the authoritv conferred upon them by the provisions of 
Section 113 of Chapter 75 of the Revised Laws, on August 6, 
1903 adopted and made a set of rules and regulations giving 
the Board full authority to take means to prevent any possible 
pollution of the Citv's water supply.

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ASHLEY LAKE DAM. 


The Board call attention to this piece of work which was 
finished last year and the results of which have been very 
gratifying. Contrary to the expressed opinion of many that 
the dam would never fill, time has proven exactly the opposite. 
The dam was full on three dates during the year and at the 
lowest point the water was within eleven inches from the top 
of the overflow. At this writing the lake is down seven inches. 
In connection with this matter the Board take occasion to 
state that they have acquired the Holland land adjoining 
Ashley Lake, the price paid being $220. The city now controls 
the entire shore line of the Lake. | 


HIGHWAYs. 


With the mileage of streets for which the City has to care, 
the appropriations made each year are hardly more than enough 
to barely maintain the roads to say nothing of any new work. 
With about 75 miles of gravel roads to keep in repair the item 
of gravel alone, owing to the distance from which it must be 
hauled, is an important one. A number of the city ways have 
been dug up to put in water and sewers, and the laying of gas 
mains, has kept the streets in an unsettled condition. The 
heavy rains of June badly washed the streets, especially in the 
East Lenox Road section, requiring an outlay of several hun- 
dred dollars to put them in repair. The Board were able to 
do considerable work on the streets within a half mile radius 
of the center of the city with material taken from North and 
West Streets in making excavations for the paving. This was 
hauled on to adjacent streets, sprinkled and in most cases 
rolled down with a steam roller. About 6,000 loads of material 
were used in this manner. The outside roads were as usual 
turnpiked and put in shape for the season. Stone roads to an 
extent of 1500 feet were put in at marshy places on the Upper 
Barkerville, Lower Barkerville and Cascade Roads, on West 
Street near the Valentine place, and at West Pittsfield near the 
depot. 
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BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


The bridges on the Hancock Road, Pontoosuc Avenue, 
Hubbard Avenue, Lower Barkerville Road, Holmes Road, the 
Pomeroy bridge, Second Street, Van Sickler and the Peck's 
Road have been newly planked. The west abutment of the 
Hancock Road bridge was relaid. The wing walls of the 
Sackett Brook bridge which were washed out by flood in June, 
were relaid. 


SLUICES, Erc. 


In caring for surface water sluices of iron and stone were 
put in on Elm Street, East Lenox Road, West Street, Onota 
Street, Columbus Avenue, Upper Barkerville Road, and on 
Curtis Street. Catch basins were also put in to the number of 
24 making 307 now in use and which must be cleaned three 
times in each year.

SOUTH STREET DRAIN. 


A surface drain was laid on South Street, commencing 
at the west branch of the Housatonic River, and running 
northerly along the easterly side of the street to about the 
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| south line of the old High School property. The sizes and 
amounts of pipe laid were as follows :— 


14 feet of 24 inch Iron. 

545.83 feet of 24 inch Akron pipe. 

396 feet of 18 inch Akron pipe. 

394 feet of 15 inch Akron pipe. 

40 feet of 12 inch Akron pipe for connections to basins. 


On this line there were built two manholes and three. 
catch-basins. 


LAKE STREET DRAIN. 


A drain was laid through lower Lake Street from the 
corner of Third Street to Silver Lake. This street formerly 
carried all the surface water which comes from a large territory 
south of the railroad location. The section at the corner of 
Lake and Third Sreets was badly washed after every heavy 
rain. 24 inch Akron was laid in Lower Lake Street and Fourth 
Streets, and 15 inch on the upper section of the drain. Nine 
catch-basins were put in on this line, one on Fourth Street, 
two on lower Lake Street, two on upper Lake Street, and four 
on Third Street. This is one of the pieces of work which the 
Board have rcommended to be done for a number of years, 
but the demand for surface drainage in this city is so large 
that it can onlv be accomplished by doing a portion each vear. 


JoHN STREET GUTTERS. 


The gutters on both sides of North John Street from a 
point north of Columbus Avenue to Linden Street were paved 
with cobble stone the street brought up to grade, and catch 
basins putrin connecting with the drain to the river. This 
has always been a low spot and water stood in pools after each 
rain. This has been effectually remedied. 


SIDEWALK AT THE DuGway. 


That portion of the highway at the dugway a short dis- 
tance beyond the Government Mill has never been provided 
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with a sidewalk. An appropriation was made for this work this 
year. The land slopes off sharply at this point and it was 
necesarv to build a retaining wall of crib work formed of old 
ties for a distance of about three hundred feet. A portion of the 
easterlv end of the fill was sustained by a masonry wall about 
150 feet long. The bank on the north side of the road and in 
close proximitv to the work was used for filling, making the 
road straight and several feet wider. A drain of 10 inch tile 
pipe 100 feet long was laid from the highway to the river to 
care for the surface water. The walk was made of cinders 
and when thoroughlv tread down a substantial walk will result. 


GRADING LINDEN STREET. 


A short piece of the highway on the westerly end of Lin- 
den Street west of Onota Street was worked to grade. The 
bed of the street was formerly an old quarry, hence not much 
work could be done with the small amount which the Board had 
in hand to do the work. The rise in the street was cut down, 
gutters made, and the road turnpiked. 


GRADING ROBBINS AVENUE. 


This street between Linden Street and Madison Avenue 
was put in shape under an appropriation of $350.  Paved 
gutters were put in on both sides of the street. By agreement 
with John Callahan when the street was accepted, a wire fence 
about 75 feet long was built in front of his property, this being 
in lieu of anv damages he might claim. 


BURBANK PARK. - 

The Board were directed this year to clean up Burbank 
Park and were given $500 to do the work. A force of men 
under Supt. Biladeau were put to work cutting down and 
removing dead trees and underbrush. Signs were erected all 
about the enclosure warning all persons against vandalism on 
the propertv If it is the intention of the City Council to pro- 
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vide each year to care for the park the Board would deem 
1t expedient to appoint a care-taker to watch the premises 
and his time might be profitably spent in caring for the same. 
This would give more satisfactory results than to put a force 
. of men in to do as much work as the appropriation would allow 
at one time leaving the park without care or protection for the 
balance of the year. 


CINDER PATH ON COMMON. 


A cinder path 675 feet long and 6 feet wide was built on 
the Common to be used for athletics by the pupils of the High 
School. The soil was removed for a depth of six inches and 
filled in with cinders which were thoroughly rolled and com- 
pacted. Th cost was about $50. 


FLOODING THE COMMON. 


The City Council appropriated $100 for the purpose of 
placing the Common in condition for skating. Banks of earth 
were thrown up on the southerly end and water from a City 
hydrant turned in. This makes an ideal place for the children 
to skate, being safe and near the center of the city. 


DEWEY AvENUE GUTTERS. 


Dewev Avenue, between Columbus Avenue and Division 
Street carries a very steep grade and washed badly during each 
severe storm. Cobble stone gutters were laid on both sides 
of the street, thus eliminating the trouble from surface water 
at this point. 


CIRCULAR AvENUE WALK. 


The City Council made an appropriation for building a 
concrete walk on the north side of Circular Avenue adjoining 
Daly Park, so-called. The cost of the work was $125 and 
there were no assessments, the citv owning the adjoining 
propertv. |

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In connection with the construction of the above sewers 
the most difficult piece of work was a river crossing near the 
Helliwell Mills to connect the main for the Beech Grove sewers 
to the West Trunk sewer. There was considerable deep cut- 
ting on the Beech Grove sewer, there being about one thousand 
feet of ditch that it was necessary to sheet. Considerable rock 
was encountered in Brenton Terrace and Oxford Street, making 


blasting necessary. 
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REPAIR AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


The new sewer system has received the usual care and at- 
tention.. All of the trunks and laterals have been flushed. We 
have had some trouble with the sewer near Silver Lake district 
but not nearly as bad as in former years The trouble comes 
mostly from the Tillotson Mills, but with the co-operation of 
Mr. Tillotson has been greatly reduced. There are some por- 
tions of the west trunk sewer in which a great amount of 
ground water gets in the sewer. It may be necessary to re- 
build some portions as the expense of pumping is greatly in- 
creased by this ground water. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


The sewage system of disposal has been run on practical- 
ly the same line as last year. Everything in connection with the 
plant has worked satisfactorily. We have had two breaks on 
the force main but no considerable damage was done. The 
same force of men have been employed as last year. 


SIDEWALKS. 


New Concrete walks have been constructed as follows :— 
Robbins Avenue, east side from Linden Street to Madison Ave- 
nue; Circular Avenue, west side, from Daniels Avenue to Rob- 
bins Avenue; West Street, south side, from Center Street to 
Backman's Stable; Elizabeth Street, west side from Reed 
Street to West Housatonic Street; North Street, west side, 
from Charles Street to William Butler's north line. Gravel 
walks have been built on Dalton Avenue, in front of the prop- 
erty of Monroe White, and on Pomeroy Avenue, west side 
from Taconic Street 150 feet southerly. Considerable work 
has been done in re-surfacing gravel walks straightening 
curb, etc. 


CROSSWALKS. 


New crosswalks have been laid in the following loca- 
tions :— 

One across Tillotson's Road at Parker's. 

One across Madison Avenue at Dewey Avenue. 

One across Brown Street at Tyler Street. 

One across South Street at the Colonial Theatre.

DALTON ÁVENUE BRIDGE. 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston € Albany Rail- 
road Company at this point was completed early in the year. 
The total length of span is about 136 feet. The bridge is of 
the through truss steel riveted pattern with a 32 foot roadway 
and two five feet walks. The bridge was not completed until 
64 davs after the time set in the contract for finishing the same. 
Under the provisions of the contract the builders were to for- 
feit to the city $10 per day as liquidated damages for every 
day beyond the time limit. The Board therefore deducted 
$640 from the bill of the New England Structural Company, 
making the net cost of the superstructure $11,983. The total 
cost of the bridge, abutments and approaches was $13,530.28. 
By agreement with the Stanley Electric Mfg. Co., the city 
will receive $1,091, the same being one-half the cost of mak- 
ing the bridge 25 feet longer than originally intended, to allow 
the Company driveways between the tracks and the bridge. 
The bridge is a substantial structure and is greatly appreciated, 
as before its construction it was impossible to drive over the 
tracks between Second Street and Peck's Bridge. 


STREET SIGNS. 


The Board have during the past few years provided signs 
for the streets of the City and paid for them from their High- 
way appropriation. Not much money could be spared in any 
year and cheap wooden signs were the best they could aftord. 
The weather soon renders these of little value. Good sub- 
stantial metal signs should be placed on street corners with 
neat posts to carry the same. The Board recommend that the 
City Council make an appropriation for this purpose during 
the year. 


STREET NUMBERS. 


The streets of the City were numbered in 1892 by the 
Price, Lee Company of New Haven, Conn. The system 
adopted was to begin in the center of the City and number to 
the limits. Twenty-five feet was allowed for a number in the 
residential sections, and ten feet in business sections. The 
svstem has been greatly confused by a number of causes. For 
instance :— Harvard Street was laid out north of Tyler Street 
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some years ago and numbers assigned to it. At that time 
what 1s now the south end of Harvard Street was a vacant 
iot w.th no prospect of it being laid out. The whole street 
is now known as Harvard Street, north and south of Dalton 
Avenue. The only remedy is to call it North and South 
Harvard Street. Under the present conditions it is difficult 
to get up a correct directory of the city. In some cases owners 
have put numbers, as they thought them correct, on their 
houses without consulting the number book at the City Hall, 
and it is not unusual to find two houses on a street with the 
same number. The city should be entirely re-numbered at 
once. This done and the ordinances of the city, with reference 
to the same strictly enforced, would be greatly appreciated, 
and particularly would it aid in the distribution of the mails. 


City Harr. 


The old or front hallway at the City Hall has been in a 
dilapidated condition for quite a few years. The Board this 
year had a steel ceiling placed and had the same together with 
the side walls decorated. It adds to the attractiveness of the 
entrance greatly. The Pittsfield Electric Company were au- 
thorized to connect the City Hall with their steam heating 
pipes which were laid in Allen Street during the year, and 
since November the building has been heated from this source. 
This does away with all dust, cartage of ashes, etc., and the 
cost to the City is practically the cost of the coal necessary to 
heat the building. Besides there is the advantage of having 
the building warm at all hours. 


FRANCIS AVENUE TO@L-HOUSE. 


The water works tool-house is now located at Francis 
Avenue. The building formerly occupied by it being given for 
the use of the Fire Department. About $500 was expended 
in putting the old school-house in condition for use as the 
department needed. The pipe yard is also located here and 
from some standpoints the change was desirable. The build- 
ing is connected bv telephone and is fairly near to the center 
of the City. 

LIGHTING STREETS. 


The lighting of the City streets as heretofore has been 
done under contract by the Pittsfield Electric Company. Dur- 
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ing the year there have been added 15 arc lights and 26 in- 
candescents. In addition the City Council directed that four 
arc lights which formerly burned until 12.30 be all night lights. 
The arc lights have been run on the moonlight schedule, and 
the incandescents every night. Whether it is wise to run the 
lights every night, with the additional expense incident thereto, 
is a matter for the City Council to decide. The Board desire 
on this occasion to express appreciation for the willingness of 
the Pittsfield Electric Company to comply with any request 
which the Board have made to them. From the first sound of 
an alarm of fire until the apparatus has returned to the stations 
the lights are turned on from the station to the scene of the 
fire. This greatly aids the fire department and the possibility 
of accidents to life and apparatus, going at the speed they 
must necessarily make, is much lessened. This the Company 
has done without expense to the City. 


ELECTROLYSIS. 


Three water breaks have occurred this year on service 
pipes, which there is little or no doubt were caused by electro- 
litic action. One of these breaks occurred on North Street 
near the railroad bridge, and after the asphalt was laid. These 
breaks emphasize the need of careful watchfulness on the part 
of the City. Water pipes should be laid as far as is practicable 
from street railway tracks, or their prospective location. Every 
effort should also be made to obtain active co-operation on the 
part of the street railway companies. The terms of all the 
later franchises make the Companies responsible for all avoid- 
able injury, and both companies have so far shown a desire 
to mitigate the trouble as far as possible. 


STREET PAVING. 


All preparatory work in connection with the street paving 
was done under the supervision of the Board. A great deal of 
hard work was put in to determine grades, all of which was 
done by the Board except in cases where the grade of the 
sidewalks or street lines were changed. A goodly part of the 
energies of the department were required in the laying of 
sewer and water mains, raising and lowering catch basin and 
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manhole covers, resetting curbing, and the hundred and one 
little things that had to be remembered and done before the 


paving was laid.

Of this 28,903 43 square yards were asphalt, and 18,899.38 square yards were bitu- 
minous macadam. 


STREET SWEEPING. 


One of the essential points to be observed on paved streets 
is that the pavement be kept clean. Allowing dirt to remain 
upon it quickly deteriorates a pavement. Since the paving has 
been completed on North and West Streets the Board have 
kept a force of men at work with scrapers and brooms clean- 
ing the street. This has worked pretty well but is not entirely 
satisfactory. With a view to ascertaining the best methods 
the Board visited adjacent cities and looked into the matter. 
They are satisfied that to properly sweep the streets it should 
be done by machine. A horse sweeper should be employed 
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at night after business hours, about three times a week. This 
with the employment of men to take up refuse during the day 
would accomplish the best results. “The matter of disposing 
of the sweepings is another question. If possible to dispose 
of it to farmers for fertilizing purposes the City might get 
some return on the money expended. The question is one for 
the Board to carefullv consider the coming year as the paving 
was not down long enough before snow came to cover it to 
allow of a thorough investigation into the best process for its 
care. A large amount of the manure taken from North and 
West Streets was taken to the Common and spread about and 
will insure a good grass crop there the coming year. 


CONCRETE CONSTRUCTION. 


The Board has instituted the construction of manholes 
and catch-basins of concrete instead of brick and believe they 
will prove advantageous in many ways. They are of the opin- 
ion that the life of the concrete will be longer, and that the 
leakage of ground water through the basins into our sewers 
will be entirely eliminated. This will save expense at the 
pumping station as all leakage has to be pumped. There is 
also a great saving in the cost of construction. For example:—

17 manholes of concrete cost 203 O4

I4 catch basins of brick would have cost $345 IO 


17 manholes of brick would have cost 425 OO

The Board expended for forms for concrete construction 
$124.78. If the cost of the forms be added to the concrete 
work already done there would still be a saving by the use 
of concrete over brick of $298.78 or about 37%. The forms 
are still on hand and in practically as good condition as new, 
so that the saving the ensuing vear by this method of con- 
struction would be more than fifty per cent. — 
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k STREETS LAID OUT. 

The following streets were accepted or relocated during 
the year :—

Grades were re-established on West Street between the 
Depot and South Street to prepare for the paving, and on 
North Street at Cottage Row and on Drake's Hill. The en- 
gineering in connection with the above work was done bv the 
engineering department of this Board. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


That the surface water conditions at the corner of Dalton 
Avenue and Tyler Street be given attention. A drain should 
also be built on Fourth Street, from the railroad to Silver Lake. 

Columbus Avenue, if it is not the intention of the City 
Council to pave the same in the near future, should be picked 
up and re-surfaced. 

Fenn Street, from North Street to Pearl Street, needs at- 
tention. | 

Water pipes in Pomeroy Avenue from East Housatonic 
Street to Broad Street should be renewed. The pipe there at 
present is but two inch. There is about 212 feet of one-inch 
pipe on Dewey Avenue between West Street and Division 
Street that should be renewed with six inch. There is 600 feet 
of three-inch pipe in Third Street that should be renewed. 
The pipe crossing the railroad at Second Street should be 
taken from its present location under the cellar of a house and 
carried across the bridge at this point. 

The streets of the City should be re-numbered. 

New street signs should be erected. 

The bridges of the City should be given a thorough ex- 
amination and manv of them should be painted to preserve 
them. 
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These are a few of the specific recommendations of the 
Board. A perusal of the report will show a number of other 
recommendations under the several departments which are not 
enumerated here.

For THE YEAR 1903. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council :— 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my eighth annual re- 
port of the Pittsfield Fire Department, ending December 31, 
1903, including the cost of maintenance, a list of fires and 
alarms responded to, the causes when same could be ascer- 
tained, the loss and insurance paid, and other items connected 
with the department in general. 


The department responded to 74 alarms, being an increase 
over any preceeding year. The year just closed has been one 
of extremely small fire loss, and the city is to be congratulated 
on the fact. 


The apparatus of the department consists of one Silsby 
engine, two Clapp & Jones engines, three combination wagons, 
two hook and ladder trucks, one exercise wagon, capacity 1,200 
feet hose, three small hose carts, one hose sleigh, two exercise 
sleighs, one hook and ladder sleigh, two chief's buggies, one 
sleigh; the whole distributed as follows :— 

Central Station.—One second class Silsby engine, one 
fourth class Clapp & Jones engine, one hook and ladder truck, 
two combination chemical and hose wagons, one hose sleigh 
and one hook and ladder sleigh. 
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Engine House No. 3.—One fourth class Clapp and Jones 
engine, one combination chemical and hose wagon. 

Veteran Firemen's House.—One hook and ladder truek. 

Stearnsville.—Hand engine and hose cart. 

S. N. & C. Russell Mfg. Co.’s Mill.—One hand hose cart. 
! Stanley Electric Mfg. Co.—One hand hose cart, 500 feet 

ose. 

The apparatus of the department is all in good condition ; 
the combination wagons should be varnished to save an addi- 
tional expense of painting later. 


HOUSES. 


The houses of the department are in fair condition, al- 
though the Central Station is sadly in need of a new floor. 

No. 3 station should have stalls connected with sewer. 
The roof of this building is now being slated. 

The house at West Pittsfield needs some repairs. 


HORSES. 


We have now in the department 12 horses, one pair hav- 
ing been purchased to attend to Patrol wagon. One of the old 
horses was sold and the other one it was thought advisable 
to keep, giving us an extra horse for emergency. 


HOSE. 


We have now in service 8,500 feet of hose, 1,000 feet hav- 
ing been purchased and 450 feet sold. 


PERMANENT FORCE. 


The permanent force has been increased by one man, 
made necessary when the Patrol wagon was installed in Cen- 
tral Station. 


FIRE ALARM. 


This system has given us very little trouble this year. 
The repeater has been cleaned, and is in first class condition, 
and part of our storage battery system has been renewed. No 
new boxes have been added this year. 
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Since the first of April, the Police Patrol wagon has been 
housed, and a team and driver furnished without additional 
expense to the city, same being furnished by this department, 
and all cost of maintenance having been paid by this depart- . 
ment. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


That better protection be given to the Morningside dis- 
trict of the city; that a company and suitable apparatus be 
established there. 

That the proper place for all city wires is underground, 
and that the city should no longer delay in putting them there. 
The ducts cover a large portion of the city, and the city has 
one duct for its wire. All wires should go in the ducts at 
once for better protection from contact with high voltage wires 
and storms. 

That a new floor be put down in Central station to avoid 
accidents to both horses and men. 

That a chemical tank be purchased that could be used on 
our exercise or supply wagon in the summer, and on a hose 
sleigh during the winter to better care for outside fires and any 
calls where it would not be necessary to send a hose wagon, 
or when the snow was deep, it would be impossible to get a 
chemical there. 

The wires of the fire alarm connecting the factory boxes 
in the north section of the city being entirely of the original 
construction of 1882, I would recommend that that line be re- 
built. | 

Owing to the unsafe condition of the structure supporting 
the whistle at the Pittsfield Electric Co. station, it was neces- 
sary this winter to lower the whistle about twenty feet. This 
should have early attention, as any accident would cause ser- 
ious results to the roof and boilers of the company. 

That sufficient appropriation be made to varnish and paint 
where necessary the apparatus of the department, also the out- 
side woodwork of Central station. 

In closing, I wish to thank his Honor, the Mayor, and 
the Honorable City Council, the Fire Department Committee, 
the Police and members of the Fire department and all citi- 
zens for their able support in making the efficiency of the de- 
partment possible.

REPORT OF SERVICE OF Mayor’s WARRANT. 


The whole number of dogs returned by the Assessors were 
nine hundred fifty-one males, (951), and fifty-six females, 
(56). Of this number, one hundred and sixty-two (162) could 
not be found, twenty-four (24) had left the City, forty-one 
(41) were dead, eleven (11) were killed, five (5) were lost, 
eight (8) were sold to persons residing out of the City, nine 
(9) were shot, and thirteen (13) were shot by Police Officers, 
making the total number returned seven hundred and thirty- 
four, (734). In addition to this number, two hundred and 
eighty-eight (288) dogs were found by Officer Dean which 
had not been returned, making a total of nine hundred and 
forty-six, (946) males, and seventy-six (76) females, all of 
the aggregate number of one thousand and twenty-two (1,022) 
in the City duly registered according to law. The taxes on 
five hundred and thirty-six of this number were collected by 
the Officer detailed for this service. The amount paid the City 
Clerk was two thousand, two hundred and fifty-two dollars 
($2,252); one hundred and two dollars were paid to the 
County Treasurer by owners of dogs for damage to sheep in 
the City. The whole amount of cash paid for damage to sheep 
in the in the City, caused by dogs during the year, was three 
hundred seventy-eight dollars and twenty cents ($378.20). 
One thousand six hundred and fifty-two dollars and eighty- 
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nine cents ($1,652.89), was apportioned and paid to the City 
Treasurer from the Dog fund, and two hundred forty-two 
dollars and forty cents ($242.40) was paid to the City Treas- 
urer by the City Clerk, making the aggregate amount received 
bv the City Treasurer from the dog tax, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-five dollars and twenty-nine cents 


($1,895.29). 
REMARKS. 


The attention of your honorable body is most respectfully 
called to the recommendations which were submitted in the 
annual report of this department for the year ending December 
31, 190r, referring to the installation of a Police Signal Sys- 
tem, which, in conjunction with the Patrol Wagon, would 
place this department in the first class, for equipment, efficiency 
and service. 

The Patrol services has proven not only a very valuable . 
investment for the Citv, but a great improvement in the police 
service. Eight hundred and eighty-four calls were responded 
to for all causes; the sum of one hundred dollars and sixty 
cents has been received by the City since April 1st last, when 
the wagon was put in commission; arrests are now made with- 
out the usual fuss and disturbance caused by drunken and dis- 
orderly persons being paraded through the public streets; six- 
tv-five tramps found in camps and barns in the outlying dis- 
tricts were arrested and brought to the station without the 
usual large and additional costs for use of teams. The arrests 
of this class of offenders is necessary for the better protection 
and security of persons and property, as this class is made up 
to some extent of crooks or "yegg men", so called, who have 
adopted the methods and customs of the tramp, to better en- 
able them to ply their vocation. The wagon is also used for 
the transportation of prisoners to and from the Court House 
and Jail. It is installed in the Central Fire Station, and is 
equipped with swinging harnesses, and the Citv is indebted to 
the Fire Department for the very prompt and satisfactory ser- 
vice rendered. 

The Police Station is in good condition; all closets, cells 
and lodging rooms are kept thoroughly clean and disinfected ; 
three thousand four hundred and twenty-eight persons were 
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cared for during the year. The City Scales are also in good 
condition. The whole number of loads weighed were five 
thousand one hundred and seven, of which number four hun- 
dred and eighteen were weighed for the City, for which no 
fees were received, three hundred fifty-eight dollars and sixty 

Seventeen sick persons were cared for at the station under 
the direction of the City Physician, Dr. W. M. Mercer, to whom 
the department is greatly indebted for the prompt and efficient 
service rendered at all times. 

An examination of the following table will show that the 
whole number of persons arrested during the year was one 
thousand two hundred and seventy-seven; seventy-six of this 
number were arrested for second offences, making the total 
numbr of cases one thousand three hundred and fifty-three. 
Two hundred and seventy complaints were carefully investi- 
gated; the business and residential area, which is about four 
and one-half miles, is covered so far as possible. Officers are 
present at all public assemblies, and were in attendance at sev- 
enty-three weddings and entertainments. Police service is also 
required upon the Street Railway cars Saturday nights gomg 
out of the City in all directions; the public streets are carefully 
patrolled under the supervision of the Chief and Captain of 
Police; all of the officers have endeavored to suppress so far as 
possible the use of profane language on the public streets of the 
City. 

The officers have secured evidence in all of the cases 
brought to the attention of the Court. No complaints have 
been made, nor information given to any member of this de- 
partment during the year, that houses of ill-fame, disorderly 
houses, or gambling places, were being kept and maintained 
in this City. It is not the policy of this department, however, 
to defer action in such cases until complaints are made, as in 
one particular case, upon the arrival of persons in the City 
known to be of bad repute they were closely watched, and fol- 
lowed to a house in the City, which was immediately raided, - 
and the keeper of the house and inmates were promptly ar- 
rested, prosecuted and convicted. 

Careful attention has also been given to the enforcement 
of the liquor laws, and especially in regard to the strict ob- 
servance of the closing hours and days, viz :—Eleven o'clock at 
night, Election days, holidays and Sundays. Six seizures of 
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intoxicating liquors were made, and twelve persons were ar- 
rested and prosecuted, and convictions were secured except in 
cases now pending, for violations in these cases.

These figures are submitted to your Honor, and the City 
Council for the purpose of giving you some opportunity to de- 
termine whether or not any improvement is shown in the moral 
condition of the City at the present time. With these figures 
I would respectfullly request your honorable body to take into 
consideration the large increase in the population, the develop- 
ment of the residential and industrial properties, the public 
improvements, and the additional transit faclities in the City. 


My experience and observations during the years mention- 
ed prompts me to believe that a marked improvement is shown 
both in good citizenship and morality, as six hundred of the per- 
sons arrested the past year were non-residents. 


The personnel of the department now consists of a Chief 
of Police, Captain, eighteen Patrolmen and a Matron. I believe 
the entire force has shown efficiency and capacity in the per- 
formance of their several duties, and have faithfully and 
promptly used all lawful and proper means to secure evidence 
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and convictions against all offenders, and have also attended 


diligently to the preservation of the public peace, and to the pro- 
tection of person and property so far as possible. 


I desire to express my sincere thanks to his Honor, the 
Mayor, and the Honorable City Council, for the uniform and 
substantial support accorded me in the discharge of the duties 
of this department.

Report of the Overseers of the Poor. 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable, the City Council 
of the City of Pittsfield :— 

GENTLEMEN :—The Overseers of the Poor of the City of 
Pittsfield herewith submit their annual report for the fiscal 
year ending December 31st, 1903. 

At the beginning of the municipal year of 1903 the Over- 
seers of the Poor asked the finance committee for an appropri- 
ation of $12,500 but the City Council in the annual budget 
appropriated only $11,000. This amount was not sufficient 
to meet the necessary expenditures of the year as they were 
estimated at the beginning by the Overseers and as it turned 
out the estimate was substantially correct except that the ex- 
penditure for insane cases was largely in excess of the esti- 
mate. 

Soon after the regular meeting of the City Council in 
December, on the supposition that as usual the Council would 
meet the latter part of the month for the purpose of making 
necessary transfers, the Superintendent handed the City Clerk 
an estimate of the amount that would be necessary to trans- 
fer to carry the department through the year 1903 and it was 
expected that an order for the transfer would be drawn up 
and presented at such meeting of the City Council. But owing 
to the fact that the Common Council did not meet, no trans- 
fer could be made and as a result the sum of $2,864.02 in un- 
paid bills was carried over into the year 1904. The ex- 
penditures were necessary for the care of the needy, and the 
Hospital cases cost in 1903 $1,670.30 more than in the pre- 
ceeding year. | 

STATISTICS. 

There was expended for City Relief $11,019.62 and for 
the Almshouse $7,594.54, a total of $18,614.16. "The reim- 
bursements were $950.82 for City Relief, and $117.00 for 
Almshouse, the total of $1,067.82 making the net expenditure 
for Pauper support, $17,546.34;0f the amount expended for 
City Relief $10,418.54 was charged to the City of Pittsfield, 
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the balance $601.08 was expended for persons settled in other 
cities and towns in this state, and State Paupers. The num- 
ber of families aided was 142 comprising 164 males and 199 
females, a total of 363. 32 persons were supported in the 
several State Insane Hospitals, 1 at the Mass. Hospital for 
Dipsomaniacs, 2 at the Mass. Hospital for Epileptics, 1 at 
the Hospital Cottages for Children at Baldwinsville, 1 at the 
State Hospital at Tewksbury. . In providing for the temporary 
aid of the offices of the clerk of the Board there was expended :

The number of inmates at the Almshouse January Ist, 
1903, was 49; 20 females and 29 males. There has been ad- 
mitted during the year 51, discharged 33, number of deaths 12, 
making the total number of inmates January Ist, 1904, 55; 
males 35, females 20. Of this number Io males and 4 females 
are mildly insane and 3 female epileptics. 

The improvements at the Almshouse during the year in- 
clude a line fence and a cow shed on the Crosier property, 
which was recently purchased from the City, also changing 
the cesspool from its location to the Crosier property, doing 
away with the objection which was continually raised by prop- 
erty owners in that section. There was an addition built to 
the hennery, barns newly painted, electric lights installed in 
Almshouse and barn, thus doing away with kerosene. The 
Pest house foundation was rebuilt and house newly painted. 

These expenditures for repairs at Almshouse and Pest 
House have put both in first class shape and no further im- 
provement will be needed for some time.
